The Zionist movement can proceed, in a 
measure, - without the Organisation. But it can then be no more 
than a poor, limping thing at the best, constantly struggling 
against the fear of death; poor, decrepit, halt and lame, daring 
no'hing more than the hope of continued life, 
Organisation, however,so essential! to the strength and well-being 
of the movement, the work of two generations of Jewish energy 
and aspiration, the greatest to which in modern times Jews have 
placed their hands and having yielded fruits of triumph such as 
uve unmatehable during the last two thousand years of our 
history, appears to be tottering before our very eyes. What is the 
position? For some time past, largely as a result of execrable 
leadership to which success in the movement was brought with 
whieh it was entirely unable to cope, the Zionist Organisation 
has become more and more provedly inept. 
apparently on nothing more secure than shifting opportunism. 
Set up to promote and protect Jewish interests, it has 
thought it consistent with its duty to give those interests, 
whenever they have been challenged, the go-by, in preference 
choosing the easier paths that presented themeelves of com- 
promise with principles and utter negligence of the basic 
claims, for the promotion and upholding of which the movement 
was brought into being. It was so with the dubious wording 
of the Balfour Declaration, regarding which anything like 
robust ‘leadership would have set itself, as a very first task, to 
obtain a clear interpretation. Zionist leadership instead actually 
gloried in the diverse and antagonistic renderings of which it 
was capable. It actually delighted in hoodwinking rhetoric on 
the theme of “a National Home for the Jewish People.” A 
little foresight must have revealed to any leadership worth the 
ame, that the Mandate was rendered practically at the mercy 
of all and any of the enemies of Jewish Nationalism by its being 
enveloped in the Churchill Memorandum, the two documents 
being promulgated as interdependent. Yet Zionist leadership 
accepted the Memorandum with profound genuflexions indicat- 
ing a deep gratitude to the British Government for having 
kicked over so incontinently the excellent bucket of milk it had 
but recently yielded. Similar lack of clarity of vision was evident 
when the appointment of Sir HERBERT SAMUEL as first High 
Commissioner of Palestine was announced, Zionist leadership 
hailing him when he went out to perform the office of a British 
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Government official, moulding himself upon nothing save the 
traditions of the Colonial Department, altogether unsuited to the 
circumstances in which he was placed,as not alone the second 
Nehemiah but “Our Samuel”—in Yiddish! The Arab riots 
that occurred soon after Sir HERBERT'S accession to office were 
allowed without any effectual, or indeed any very audible, protest 
to be ascribed to the faults and failing of the Jews. The verdict 
suited Zionist leadership since it inyolved condemnation of 
“ extremists " whom it found it convenient to identify as those 
who were now making themselves heard in dissatisfaction of 
the manner in which the affairs of the Organisation were being 
conducted. And so Zionist leadership allowed things to drift— 
its only regard being to the money which, chiefly through 


American-Jewish sacrifice, was pouring into the Organisation's 


treasury. For the rest, nibble nibble, whittle whittle went 
bit by bit of the Jewish position in Palestine, even as it was 
vouchsafed to the Jewish people by the Mandate plus 
the Churchill Memorandum. The diluting influence of the 
Memorandum, so evident to so many, was discounted by Zionist 
leadership by phrases such as “ merely evanescent” or “a mere 
phase in the movement.” = 

So things went on until ominous signs appeared of the 
impossibility of the continuance by .American Jewry of its 
wonderful financial support of Palestine work. And then 
Zionist leadership took a plunge which, though fatal, was 
af least consistent with its record. Flinging principle to 
the very winds, it set up the “mixed” Agency, vainly and 
foolishly imagining that by this means its sagging money-bags 
would once again become bulging with wealth. All along, 
from the initial stages of the post-Mandate period, be it 
recalled, warnings had been tendered to the leaders of the 
movement that it was essential that a good understand- 
ing compatible with Jewish self-respect and in obedience to 
Zionist principles, should be set up with the Arabs tn Palestine, 
Not a move in that direction of any definite nature was 
accomplished ; we doubt if any was attempted. And so it came 
about that when the “ mixed” Agency was established and its 
potentialities as a united force in Jewry were thundered 
in gross exaggeration from platform after platform, a 
grave misunderstanding of its true purposes was con- 
ceived by the Arabs who, if it be not true that they were 
“pannicked” into the yillainous massacres of August 1929 
by the boasts of the Agency, were not slow to use them 
as excuse for the horrors of Hebron and Safed. There is, 
unhappily, no need to touch even in the least detail upon the 
events subsequent to that outbreak against our people, and 
the stab dealt by Arabs at the very vitals of our people's 
hopes, for they should be deeply graved on the memory of 
every Jew the world over. Everyone who takes but the least 
interest in the movement knows how Zionist leadership was 
badly caught by being induced to go upon defence either of the 
Zionist Organisation or of the Jews of Palestine before the Shaw 
Commission, and to take part in the Simpson investigation. It had 
the reward for its fecklessness in the Passfield White Paper; butit 
showedthat it had learnt nothing by all its experience, so bitter 
for the movement, when it agreed to go into Conference 
with the British Government with a document effectively in 


existence upon which—so damaging did he agree with all. 


world-Jewry in thinking its terms—the Zionist leader deter- 
mined in protest to resign. That he almost simultaneously elected 
to carry on until the meeting of the Congress which, however, 
he insisted was to be at the earliest possible moment, was some- 
thing to puzzle over if not to laugh at. But it showed a 
contemptuous indifference to public opinion and especially the 
opinion of Zionists, which is perhaps at the root of most of the 
trouble Zionist leadership has brought to the moyement. We are 
not concerned for the moment to say whether the present Zionist 
leader should cease even nominally to lead, whether an efficient 
suecessor is discoverable, or whether, in present circumstances, 
any arrangement for leadership that has been suggested has in it 
the element of feasibility. There is much talk about a Presidium 


—that is to say, a Committee leading the movement, such as 


was appointed when its great founder HERZL passed from 
his life’s work. But then there was no “mixed” Agency 
to consider, with the difficulty of finding a representative 
body which would mirror the views of Jewish Nationalists and 
of “ non-Zionists”” at one and the same time. At that juncture 
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there was a united front where it is essential such should 
exist—in the movement; or at least a front sufficiently united 
by reason of identity of ultimate purpose for representation 
by a homogeneous body. To-day there are unmistakable signs 
that the cohesion of the two main parties which constitute 
the “ mixed” Agency is tenuous in the extreme. And the meet- 
ings just concluded of the “Actions” Committee have not 
mended but have tended to exacerbate the altogether unsatis- 
factory position. From the public is carefully hidden almost 
the smallest details of the proceedings, but we know that on a 
pretence that will not hold the proverbial teaspoonful of water, 
Congress which had been fixed for next month is now postponed. 
That means that Zionist leadership is ashamed, or afraid, to 
meet its supporters and, Micawber-like, is hoping for something 
to turn up—may be some American gold out of the oratorical 
wizardry that is to be intensively applied to a country that is 
producing almost endless bread-queues of starving out-of-works 
—which may be employed for Zionist leadership's glorification 
before it meets those whose interests it has betrayed and whose 
objects it has so woefully thwarted—and it is to be hoped meets 
also its final doom. There is surely sufficient and to spare to 
justify the question, whether in the circumstances into which it 
has led the movement the Zionist Organisation can survive, and 
to call for its very close consideration. Only in such is to be 
found the way of constructive policy for the saving of the 
Zionist Organisation. But if it be not pursued—what next, 
and next? The movement, we believe, will remain, and so will 
the determination of the Jewish people—even the Organisation 
which will then have destroyed itself will not be permitted 
utterly to slay the one or the other.

The behaviour of certain students at Tours, to which you allude in the 
same issue of your paper, has reference to an extremely limited number 
of young people. At Tours there is no University but only a School of 
Medicine. At present the group of students at the school, to which you 
allude, evinces no anti-Semitic disposition. ~

Jews in Prejudice. 

An agitation is in progress in Manchester to obtain the repeal 
of what are thought to be obsolete laws regarding the observance of 
Sunday. It is under some of these laws that games in public are 
prohibited, and it is thought that if the laws can be brought into 
manifest ridicule that will be an easy way of obtaining their elimination 
from the Statute Book. So the Sunday Games and Freedom League 
entered into a prosecution against a gentleman under the Sunday 
Observance Act of 1667 for “ failing to exercise himself in the duties 
of piety and true religion on the previous Sunday.” The Magistrate 
found he had no option but to “ admonish ” the accused. I am not 
acquainted with this precious Statute, but I suppose that this moderate 
treatment is under its provisions reserved for first offenders, and 
somehow there is the odour of boiling oil in repetitions of its breach. 
The point however I would make is that, so long as the Statute is 
the law of the land, every Jew of us is in prejudice in respect to it. 
There may conceivably be, no one who is likely to endeavour to 
enforce it. but one can never tell to what lengths anti-Judaism will 
take some narrow-minded bigots who would think it fine fun to have 
on some week day the game which the law provides with Jews in 
compensation for not being able to play any game at all on Sunday, 


The Mancnester Guarptan, alluding to this prosecution and 
recognising its object, says that the interdict on opening places for 
public entertainment on Sundays is governed not by the Act of 1667 
but by one passed in 1780, directed,-in the main, against discussions 
in public on Theology. According to my contemporary, should a 
debate on a Bible text be arranged between “ persons unlearned and 
incompetent to explain the same,” a fee being charged for admission, 
then the Chairman could be fined £100, the organiser £200, and the 
man who took the money at the doors £50. And I am by no nieans 
happy as to what. might happen in the case of some discussions on 
Bible texts that are constantly being held throughout the Community 
Sunday by Sunday! Happily, the difficulty of establishing a prose- 
cution, it seems to me, would be insurmountable. Because if, as is 
certain, evidence of an expert sort could never be brought to show 
that the person undertaking to “explain the same ” was learned and 
competent, I do not see how any reliable testimony could be tendered 
to prove him “ unlearned and incompetent.” It goes without saying 
that self-assertion on the point would not be accepted as proof ! 


— 


Negro Slavery. 

Few things could be more disappointing, or, indeed, more dis- 
gracing to our common humanity, than the details rendered in the 
report wecently presented to the League of Nations concerning con- 
ditions in Liberia. In 1847 a Negro “ National Home” was estab- 
lished there as a Republic, and it is appalling to think of the re 


and villainy that have been the outcome of what was really an 


altruistic act. Indeed, things have never been satisfactory there— 


from one cause or another, and as long ago as upwards of twenty 
years the American Government undertook a species of control, mainly 
of the finances, of the place. But now it is shown that forced labour, 
in circumstances of the most atrocious cruelty, prevails and the vile 
system has been carried on by officials who have been bribed for the 
purpose. It is to be hoped that the United States, which has always 
taken great interest in the Negro Republic, or the League of Nations, 
will now turn attention to the report of the Commission with a view 
to ending a disgraceful state of affairs. Liberty and Freedom are 
just as precious in a black skin as in a white, or in a skin of any colour ; 
and Jews, who have been the persecuted of generations, should be 
foremost in endeavours for releasmg the Negroes of Liberia from the 
slave conditions from which they suffer. 


A Municipal Honour. 

Or rather, I should say, a further Municipal honour, has been 
bestowed upon Mr. 8. Finburgh by the Salford Council, of which he 
has long been a member. He has now been elected unanimousiy to 
become an Alderman of the Borough, a vacancy in that Bench having 
been caused by death. In 1924, Alderman Finburgh became M.P. 
for the Borough, a position he felt called upon to resign in conse- 
quence of his health. He then went on a journey to South Africa, 
undertaking in its course some special work in connection with over- 
seas trade for the Colonial Office. Everyone will be pleased to know 
that his health is completely restored, and will wish him many further 
years of good service to the Borough, of which he was last year the 
Mayor. 


Where is that ‘“‘ United Front ’’ Now ? 

One of the chief inducements urged in favour of the “ mixed ” 
Jewish Agency by the late Mr. Louis Marshall and by Dr. Weizmann 
and his American supporters was that there would need to be only one 
general collection for Jewish purposes in the United States—that the 
the “ drive ” under the new auspices would be for the benefit of Eastern 
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European Jews and of the needs of Palestine combined. It was a 
vain idea ; because it ought to have been obvious that it would involve 
appealing to the same people for two diametrically opposite purposes. 
One of them would claim to be for a charitable object, and the other 
an object that abjured Charity and substituted National self-help. It 
was moreover argued=—and I expect this “fetched” Zionists most— 
that the combined collection would “ rope in ”’ a large amount of money 
from rich people who would refuse to give for a specifically Zionist 
purpose. It did not occur to the sapient folk who for quite other 
reasons favoured the “ mixed” agency, that Zionists might object to 
giving money for such enterprises as Russo-Jewish Colonisation, 
because not alone an undesirable effort in itself, but one which, as 
undertaken, was foredoomed to failure, although that. purpose might 
be “ covered” by Palestine. On the other hand, it was not likely that 
those “ non-Zionists,”’ who, under his alluring influence, rallied to 
Mr. Maxshall, had really changed their skins or erased their spots, so 
that they might be inclined to subscribe indirectly to Jewish National 
objects. 


Well, the Combined “ drive” has been held and has proved a 
dismal failure, to be accounted for not by any means wholly by the 
economic conditions in the United States. The sum of five million 
dollars was asked for, and the appeal! realised only about two million 
dollars, including about a million of pledges” .or promises! In 
consequence another * drive,” but this time on separately organised 
lines, has been arranged, one for what (> walled Joint Distribution— 
that is for funds for Eastern Europe and fo forth—and one for Palestine, 
Thus, so far, Zionism is where it starfed before the booming of the 
united front, with its sonorous echoingsS inimitable tones of our 
Chief Rabbi on this side. But that is only in relation to the General 
Collection. Because the “drive” for Palestine purposes has now 
been split up into separate “ drives for different parties and sections 
in the Zionist Movement. 


Surely this is the very last word that need be spoken about the 
folly and ineptitude of the “ mixed’ Jewish Agency, to which some 
of us have been opposed from its initiation and because of that 
opposition have been subjected to all sorts of abuse by those especially 
who thought they might safely call themselves, if not Zionists, then 
‘ non-Zionists ""—that is Zionists of a sort—when they were assured 
that people with money at their control who had hitherto held aloof 
from the movement would be “ roped in ” by Means of the new Agency, 
It has lasted just about fifteen months up till now, and seeing the 
irritating and irascible element the “ non-Zionists”’ are proving 
themselves to be, the elimination of this piece of Weizmann’s folly 
looks like one of the very first pieces of business Zionism should under- 
take. Even with the straining off of the diluting element, which 
was so heedlessly and stupidly ingeminated into the movement, Zionism 
will be none too strong and vigorous for the pursuit of the very difficult 
tasks before it. The failure of the American “ drive,” following on 
the arrant failure of the whole of the scheme from the very day of its 
initiation, has given the “ non-Zionists ” their congé. They are not, 
and never were, wanted; they are an awkward incubus, and there 
is no reason why they should persist in hanging on until they are 
kieked out. 


To Such Depths ! 


Is there any degradation your assimilationist Jew will not suffer ? 
Is there any conceivable load of dirt he will not gladly swallow when 
appealed to in the name of “ patriotism?” But it is to be hoped 
that nadir has been reached now that Jews in Germany are rallying 
to the support of the Nazi Party founded by Hjtler. One of the chief 
planks in the programme of that party is bitter hatred, and worse, 
of the Jews, with a determination to do all in their power to injure 
and insult them, to degrade them and to render their lives as citizens 
of the German Empire such that they will find existence intolerable. 
Hitler's followers are the professed enemies of the Jews, heart and 
soul. As a matter of principle, they think Jews-should be eliminated 
from all society, 


And yet we have Der Nationat Devtscue Jupe, the organ of 
Germans of the Jewish Faith, as they call themselves, actually de- 
claring that Jews should support the Nazis! They ought to give 
their support, they are told, to any party which stands for German 
interests, even though it be anti-Semitic. For are not the Jews to 
whom they appeal native to the German soil and Teutons of true 
Germanic origin ? ** After all,”’ pleads this organ, ‘* are not the National 
Socialists nearer to us than the East European Jews and the Zionists ¢ ”’ 


’ And, I suppose, the answer must be in the affirmative, so far as the 


sentiments of these miserable anwmic treacherous Jews are concerned, 
Therein is the tragedy of their position, but unhappily it does not 
end with these Jews themselves. By their traitorousness they bring 
diseredit on the Jewish people everywhere, for it is impossible to 
think that they evoke any respect by their wretched cowardice, even 
from such folk as the Nazis. 


Unwise Advertising. - 


Messrs, A. Guiligotti & Co., of Plymouth Grove, Manchester, 
cannot be congratulated on their advertising acumen, judging from an 
announcement which presumably they inserted and paid for in a pro- 
gramme of the Manchester Gaiety Theatre, that has beensent tome. It 
appears that the firm sells material for concrete floorings and in the 
announcement referred to it is unwise enough to urge the value of its 
goods by an imaginative conversation between one of its representatives 
and a Jew, who refuses an order for flooring that will not burn! I 
should think there is more than sufficient good sense among non-Jews 
in Manchester to estimate at its true worth a firm which relics for 
selling its wares upon the nonsensical and utterly untrue legend that 
Jews are characteristically addicted to the amiable practice of arson, 
while attempting to do so must, I should imagine, have a contrary 
effect to that intended upon the many Jews in Manchester endowed 
with a modicum of self-respect. Nor do I see that it can very well 
pay the proprietors of the theatre to admit into the advertising space 
on their programmes such an announcement which they must know 
will evoke the contemptuous annoyance of a large number of those they 
are anxious to see at the performances they provide, 


An Example. 


The incident recorded by my correspondent in Oslo last week 
concerning the way in which a Jew there met the ways of an anti- 
Semitic newspaper, deserves thinking about. Because it may give 
us in many other countries the hint of the attitude Jews in general 
should adopt towards Press organs that cater for popularity of a 
certain kind, by maligning Jews. It appears that a little while ago 
the official organ of the Labour Party in Norway made some very 
prejudicial remarks about Jews and trading. Whereupon, says my 
correspondent, 

Mr. M. Dsenselsky, a prominent communal worker, immediately wrote 
to the newspaper requesting them to return “copy ”’ of the advertisements 
he had just sent them, stating that he did not wish to advertise in their 
columns after the article complained of. Further, in a subsequent telephane 
conversation with the Editor, he intimated that he had communicated with 


all the large Jewish interests advertising in that medium, and that they 
woulg all follow his example. 

! 1 to accept the newspaper's apology, printed, be it observed, in 
very smiall type, on the following day, he refused, and forced the proprietors 
to insert a letter under the same heading and in the same type as the offending 
article, and before publication to submit to him also the Editorial footnote 
to be appended. 


* We Jews should be spared, at any rate on the part of a Labour organ, 
which is always preaching the fraternising of the peoples,’ said Mr. 
Deenselsky, *‘ from being annoyed in this way. I dare declare that Jewish 
business morals are at least as high as the Norwegian’s, and find it indecent 
that in a conflict like this, which has nothing whateger to do with Jews, an 
attempt should be made to blacken them. Even thé Arnperpersiap ought 
to know that the name ‘ Jew’ is regarded by us Jews as @ name of honour, 
and when used odiously it becomes an insult to the whole Jewish nation.” 
There are constantly occurring instances, nearer home than the 
beautiful fiords, where newspapers are just as rude to our people as 
was the Oslo organ. That Jews should feed the financial means of 
such organs by taking advertising space in the very columns employed 
for aspersing Jews and holding them up to contempt and ridicule, 
does not seem right to me. And Mr. Dsenselsky’s prescription may be 
worth considering. 


Zionists and the Congress. 

The meetings of the Zionist “* Actions ** Committee do not appear 
to have done more than render further chaotic a situation that was 
already a mass of difficulty and inconsistency. As before, the Com- 
mittee met with closed doors, and justified that proceeding so con- 
temptuous of public opinion—-or afraid of it—-by publishing what were 
termed official reports of the debates. But the reports were absurdly 
useless, where they were not purposely misleading as well. I noticed, 
for instance, one item. The report of the Political Sub-Committee 
was brought up and subjected to a long diseussion,. Yet all the in- 
formation vouchsafed in the official report wasthai aseries of resolutions 
was propesed and passed! As to what the resolutions were, ‘and to 
what they bound the movement, there was not a word. And so it was 
with the official report of all else that came before the “ Actions” 
Committee, except what has leaked out, the exact truth of which and 
still more the reason for which, remains a matter for conjecture. Dr. 


Weizmann, we are assured, had the hardihood to insist upon discipline 


in the ranks—he who has apparently as leader gloried in indiscipline 
the very rankest !. On the other hand and still quite as signifieant to 
those who know the ways of the Zionist World Organisation, his trusty 
lieutenant, Dr. Brodetsky, has apparently—and I judge only from the 
report sent out officially—maintained throughout a comparative 
silence. 


One or two matters, however, are clear. The Congress which was 
to be held next month is to be postponed; the plea being that all 
energies should be devoted to remedying the vital financial position of 
the movement, due largely to the failure of the American “ Drive” to 
which I refer above. But it eccurs to me that there is another reason 
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which comes nearer to the fact. The fatal negotiations with the 
Britis> Government are in a state of, at best, suspended animation, 
It is not probable, indeed it is practically impossible, that they will be 
concluded, if anything of the least value is to come out of them for the 


Zionist Movement, in time, before holding a Congress during February. 


And what Dr. Weizmann evidently wishes is to leave the Congress no’ 
option about accepting what the Delegation may agree upon with the 
Government, and to present this as he has presented previous whittlings 
of the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate, as a fait accompli to be 
taken willy nilly. That, it will be remembered, was the case with the 
Churchill Memorandum, which it is now recognised is the basis of the 
Passfield White Paper. Whether the Movement is going once again 
to accept this humiliating position we can but wait and see. But we 
cannot ignore the fact that the postponement of the Congress has 
already wrought havoc in the “ Actions’’ Committee itself, where 
Rabbi Meir Berlin and his “‘ Mizrachi’ followers have resigned— 
really, apparently this time. I have no wish—quite the contrary— 
to paint the picture of the Zionist Movement in its present position as 
any darker than it obviously is, nor unduly to stress how it is in dire 
danger of collapse; not merely financially but morally, which is 
infinitely more serious. 


But there is no denying the critical condition of affairs, which is not 
going to be overcome, of that we may be certain, by chasing this man 
or that from office, allowing this man or that to escape from his proper 
task, which is to do his share, at least, in clearing up some of the evil 
results for which he is responsible, and still less in instituting petty 
economies which will bring no sensible relief to the position. But with 
all proceedings that matter being held under secrecy it is impossible to 
do more than to guess and suggest while yet, quite possibly, being on 
the wrong track ali the while. Because the Congress, the debates and 
discussions in which are open and above board, must considerably 
relieve this uncertainty, I for one deeply regret its postponement. 
The sooner the public knows precisely what is happening the better. 
At the moment no one can say even, for instance, whether there has 
not been a virtual rupture between the Organisation and the * Mixed ”’ 
Agency, although there are ominous signs that a wide breach is in the 
making. I mention that as just one example of the difficulty of 


estimating a position which those so largely responsible for it persist . 


in keeping “ wropt in mystery.” 


** Anti-Jewish Differentiation.”’ 


A fortnight ago I directed attention to an advertisement which 
had appeared in the Hackney Gazette offering some unfurnished 
rooms to let, but barring “ children or Jews.” The Editor, referring 
to my observations, shows he is,on the whole, in agreement with them, 
and adds some further reasons why an advertiser might be fully 
justified in not wishing to have Jews or children as tenants—in the case 
of Jewish adults because “the Jewish Sabbath does not coincide with 
the Christian Sunday, and Jewish habits differ from those of Gentiles.” 
And he adds :— 


There is one consoling thought—that local authorities generally give 
preference to applicants with children in selecting tenants for houses and flats, 
and do not make any special distinctions—except in the case of aliens. 
That is perfectly true. But in this case it was not Aliens but Jews 
who were warned off! I do not suggest that there would have been 
any greater justification if only Aliens had been debarred ; but in fact, 
they were not barred at all, and so do not come into the question. 


Facilis Descensus. .. . 

Miss Florence Hillison, A.L.C.M., writes to me from 27, Upper 
Parliament Street, Liverpool :-— 

Recently I applied for a position as soprano in the choir of the ** Liberal ”’ 
Jewish Synagogue in this city. The Secretary informed me that they already 
have a satisfactory double quartet of choriaters who, although Christians, 
sing with ** sincere feeling "’ and that at present there is no vacancy. I was 
finally refused even an audition. 

The only observation, it seems to me, called for by my correspondent’s 
letter is that this Congregation appears to be at least consistent if it 
employs Christian talent for the rendition of Christian compositions with 
which I suppose, its services abound. But her letter is none the less 
useful as showing the extent to whichsome of our people in Liverpool, 


» following the lead of St. John’s Wood Road, have descended in the 


religious aping of their non-Jewish neighbours. 


Athlit. 

It is satisfactory to learn that the Palestine Administration (or 
the British Government, whichever was responsible) has now with- 
drawn the order that had been issued prohibiting Sunday work at the 
Athlit quarries. The order had, quite naturally, caused a torrent of 
protest from all sections of Jews in the country, seeing that it virtually 
compelled our people to work in the quarries on Saturdays unless they 
were willing to lose a day’s labour each week. That, however, is not 
the most serious consideration. What is so is the exhibition which 
the order makes of the contempt shown by the Administration for 
Jewish sentiment concerning Sabbath work. Such things may occur 


accidentally or even thoughtlessly, but with the Passfield Paper at 
hand a far more sinister purpose must be attributed to this incident ; 
and that it has been overcome is all to the good. It is clear that even 
in present circumstances the Government is not being allowed to 
trample on the spirit of the Mandate altogether with impunity,

Stuff and Nonsense.” 

The Rev. Guy F. Waddington, who seems to have been somewhat 
obsessed by the number of Jews he imagined to be living in this 
country, and particularly in Sheffield, appears to have taken comfort 
—and consequent silence—from the facts I have been able to provide 
for him, for I have heard no more from him about his exaggerated 
ideas of Jewish populations. The Rev. J. Israelstam, B.A., of 35, 
Blenheim Road, Bradford, however, writes to me to say: 


Your exchange with my confrére and fellow-citizen, the Rev. Guy 
F. Waddington, has afforded considerable interest—of a kind. 

You, Sir, have already corrected your correspondent with regard to 
his Sheffield fact.’’ The second “fact cited by Mr. Waddington relates 
to his own patish (Christchurch, Bradford) “‘ which was entirely English 
ten years ago”’ and “is now entirely Jewish.’”’ The actral truth is that 
ten years ago some fifty (rather fewer) Jewish individuals (men, women and 
children) resided in that parish, ¢.¢., a little over 1 per cent. of the total 
population of the parish (according to the 1921 census figures). Now tho 
number of Jewish residents there is less than half the 1920 number. As the 
parish is a predominantly business area it may be of interest to note that 
now there are eleven Jewish-owned lock-up business premises in that parish 
as against seven in 1920. The parish area covers a not inconsiderable acreage 


and includes as stated some of the main business streets of the city. How,.. 


in view of the facts I have give, the parish can possibly be called ** entirely 
Jewish '* passes my comprehension. 

It is inconceivable that the worthy Mr. Waddington needs any more 
convincing of having blundered—and blundered badly. So we can 
leave the matter at that!

Our Ministry in Australia. 


By Mentor: 


TT: mystery, as I ventured to call it when writing about it 
some months ago, of Rabbi Brodie, of Melbourne, in refer- 
ence to the appointment, actual or tentative, he is alleged 

to have received from the Hampstead Synagogue, has 
never been satisfactorily cleared up. The chances are it never will 
be. The wardens or other persons in authority on this sfde, appear 
to have bungled the matter and seem not to object to rest under that 
imputation. On the other hand, nothing has been revealed as to what 
took place between Rabbi Brodie and his Congregation. I refer to the 
incident now, not for the purpose of drawing over the ashes of the 
past thatisdead. The pulpit at the Hampstead Synagogue has been 
filled, and the successor to the Rey. A. A. Green appointed in 
circumstances which according to the warden of the Synagogue. whose 
pulpit Dayan Gollop had previously occupied, were strangely con- 
sistent with the whole happening. Kutinformation that has been 
placed in my hands with respect tothe relation of some Australian 

Jewish Congregations with their Ministers, tends to show that the 
Brodie mystery may possibly have an explanation, so far as the 
Australian side of the matter is concerned, quite simple and indeed 
average. It looks as if there was, for the time being, some 
desire to reduce the emolument Rabbi Brodie had been receiving, 
that he resented the procedure, and it was not until after he had 
virtually agreed to go to Hampstead that the Congregation consented 
to continue paying him as theretofore. | 


THis, AS I SAY, is SuUpposition ; but it is derived from some 
substantial facts. Those facts point to a condition of affairs which, 
whatever its explanation, is greatly to be reprehended and which | 
think should receive the attention of some authorities at home. 
Put in a nut-shell, the matter stands thus. As is commonly known, 
financial conditions throughout Australia are if anything rather 
more stringent and anxious than even is the case in other parts 
of the world, where almost everywhere there is extreme depres- 
sion. There is no need to touch upon the reasons why Australia 
isthus suffering so keenly. But readers of the general Press can 
have no doubt about the matter; for they must know thatonly recently 
a financial expert was invited to examine the affairs of the various 
Australian States, because of the financial trouble by which all of 
them were afflicted. This trouble has necessarily reflected itself upon 
Australian Jewry, and the members of Jewish Congregations there 
have, to use a homely phrase. felt the pinch intensely. It is 
almost ever so—in these economic stresses Jews are most 
hurt. ‘Their vocations and the large proportion of them devoted 


to unstable trades, or to petty trading, go in a long measure 


to account for this. And so it bas followed that with a view 
to economising, and in an endeavour to make both ends meet, there 
has been a raid upon the Jewish pulpits. Sofar as I can learn, 
the pulpit bas come in for a far larger attention in this direction than 
has the reading desk. The idea seems to be that the minister is a 
dispensable luxury, while the Chazan is an indispensable necessity. 
In that respect, if I am right in my supposition, Australian Jewry 
shows something of the oneness of the House of Israel. For this 
differentiation between Preacher and Reader is almost universal 


among us. Only the other day. we had here on tour a travelling 
Chazan. He is said to have drawn huge audiences, willing to pay 


extravagantly for the privilege of hearing him intone selections 
from the Prayer Book and so forth. The day that sees a like 
interest chown in some Jewish preacher—men and women pouring 
in their hundreds to listen to a sermon from his lips—there will 
have dawned a better era for Judaism. 


LET THAT PASS! In Anstralia, there have been and are some 
notable preachers and Rabbis, young men who went out there like 
Rabbi Brodie, with the best possible prospects, having shown 
brilliant results of the training they bad received in this country, 
especially at Jews’ College. ‘They went out to Australia, because 
their future as Ministers seemed to be brighter in the newer 
country, and Australian Jewry showed its appreciation of them, so far, 
by offering them adequate if not alluring remuneration. But now that 
the slump has occurred, our Australian brethren seem disposed to 
forget those other days—to forget even the obligations into which 
they had entered with these men, and to have manceuvred so that 
they could put the pistol at their heads and demand of them the 
alternative of reducing their incomes derivable from their positions 
as Minister, or find themselves in the swelling ranks of the 
unemployed. I need not point out the cruel seriousness of the 
condition in which any Minister to whom this alternative is presented , 
is placed. It may be in fact a case of compulsion with no real 
alternative. If, for instance, he is above forty years of age, his 
opportunity of obtaining a position at home isin some cases an 
impossibility and in other cases a difficulty of no mean order. In 
any event, a man will think twice and maybe thrice having 


migrated thousands of miles from his home country, before facing 
having again to uprootfhimself with his dependants and trudge back, a 
beggar for the favour of another post. None the less, several Jewish 
Congregations in Australia have thought it right—and I suppose 
necessary—to ask of their Ministers that they shall take a reduced 
salary or quit. Some have takena reduced salary. Others, like Rabbi 
Mestel of the East Melbourne Hebrew Congregation, have resigned. 
So has the Rev. David Hirsch of Adelaide, whose retirement has 
already been noted in the pages of THE JewisH CHRONICLE. Others, 
again, like the Rev. Nathan Levine of the Brisbane Congregation. have 
resented this treatment and in consequence have come into serious 
collision with the members, the impact of which may have dire results, 
which none of us would do other than deplore. In his case, from what 
I gather, he contends he received a permanent appointment. This is 
not contested by his Congregation but an interpretation of perma- 
nence is placed upon his engagement which I am certain no known 
dictionary yields. However, he was peremptorily informed that his 
salary would be reduced by about a sixth and on his protesting 
there followed, as I observe, a wretched, sordid haggle, totally 
unfitted for association with the Jewish Ministry, or for that matter 
any other. By way of instance, I find that Mr. Levine had to 
complain that the cheque sent to him for a recent month, was some 
£7 short and that he showed how that financial advantage to the 
Synagogue had been arrived at by means which it is somewhat 
charitable to call a manipulation of figures! 


THIs MINISTER IS WELL KNOWN by many in London. He 
occupied ministerial positions here and served as Jewish Chaplain 
in the War. He went to South Africa, where he was Minister at Port 
Elizabeth and proceeded subsequently to Brisbane upon receiving 
a “call” from that Congregation upwards of five vears ago. He 
is over the magic forty age, and there is no object in my harrowing 
the feelings of those who read these lines by alluding more 
directly to what this man, his wife and his family, feel of anguish 
and anxiety at the position in which they now find themselves. 
It is only right to say, however, that rumour which is not always 
the lying jade of the proverb, declares that in his case, anyhow, 
the need for economy which would reach, so far as I can ascertain 
from the documents before me, not much more than £100 per annum, 
is an excuse to cover the intention of this Congregation to import 
from America a“ Liberal” gentleman. I am bound to mention this, 
although no evidence of it other than that to which I have alluded 
has been provided. But when I was investigating the case of Rabbi 
Brodie, there was no little suggestion made to me that there, also, 
considerable feeling was in favour of making of that Congregation if 
not exactly a branch of the Jewish Religious Union, then a follower 
of so-called “Liberal” Jewish doctrine. The importance of. this 
suggestion ought not to be ignored, 


NOR SHOULD THE IMPORTANCE Of the whole matter. Because these 
Ministers in Australia have been placed in their positions largely by 
the influence of the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire and of the War 
Memorial. That was certainly the case with Mr. Levine, who was urged 
to accept the Brisbane call by Sir Robert Waley Cohen. Moreover, it 
is impossible to think that Ministers are going to be found for Con- 
gregations, if there be the likelihood of their being treated in the way 
I have shown some Ministers in Australia are being treated now. 
And it follows that there will be so much less urge in conse- 


quence for young men to enter the Jewish Ministry. Because 
every opportunity for reasonable livelihood and for good 
prospects in the pulpit that is closed, means so much the 


less encouragement to our young men in that direction; and 
there is precious little encouragement as it is. Moreover, there 
is the sheer justice and humanity of the position to be considered. 
Dr. Hertz I know will be the first to recognise that, as Chief Rabbi of 
the British Empire, his responsibility is as great as regards a 
Congregation in Australia as it-is in respect to one next door to 
Mulberry Street. Something like the same will be felt by the 
Jewish War Memorial, which is surely especially anxious now to 
justify its proposed new title as Central Jewish Council of the Empire. 
Not less, too, will such details as I have given—and they are merely 
sufficient to call for examination of the position of affairs—be 
read with anxiety by the Council of Jews’ College for which, 
to so large an extent, new, extensive and elaborate premises 
are just now in the making. Indeed, no British Jew can 
real the story of the Australian Congregations and their 
Ministers with indifference. I, for my part, think it far more 
desirable that the questions involved should be set out in the pages 
of this paper than that, as I am sorry to see is threatened, they should 
become the subject of actions in the Law Courts in Australia or here. 
Our Ministry should be the charge and the care of the Community. 
There are some comprised in it who abuse their position in many 
ways, not least ethically and religiously. But that is no reason 
why the Ministry as a body should not demand, and be accorded, 
the very keenest care and regard of all British Jewry. Itis needless 
for me to stress, once again, that the Ministry in Australia, as else- 
where throughout the wide domain of the British Empire, should 
be as dear to us and an object as anxious to us as the Ministry in 
Great Britain jtself, which even as I have shown not infrequently 
does not always gain the support and the encouragement which 
whole-hearted and sincere labour ought everywhere to command,

Mr. BE. A. LINDO. 

The death has occurred of Mr. Eustace Almosnino Lindo, a 
prominent member of the Spanisly and Portuguese Congregation, at 
the age of seventy-three.

Faced With a Substantial Deficit. 


BURSARY § SCHEME. 


A meeting of the Council of Jews’ College was held on Monday 
at 60, London Wall, E.C. The Chairman of the Council, Mr. 8S. 
JAPHET, presided. 

Mr. JAPHET, in the name of the College, moved a vote of con- 
dolence with Dr. Arthur Marmorstein, one of the lecturers at the 
College, on the bereavement which he had suffered in the death of his 
father. Mr. Japhet also congratulated Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, 
M.A., upon the engagement of his daughter to Dr. M. Sorsby. 

Mr. JACOB WASSERMANN, the Treasurer; presented the accounts of 
the College for the year ended 30th June, 1930. The total ordinary 
income for the year was £6,860, as against £6,909 last year. So far 
as expenditure was concerned, in the Educational Department 
salaries amounted to £3,983 as against £4,111; the total expendi- 
ture for educational purposes was £5,511. while the whole expenditure 
was £6,663, leaving a surplus of income over expenditure of £197. 
Unfortunately, in their Budget for the vear 1930-1931 they were faced 
with a substantial deficit. 

Mr. JAPHET mentioned the fact that the College. now had 47 
students—the largest number in the history of their Institution. 

The accounts were adopted. 

Mr. S. Moses, M.A., the Chairman of the Bursaries Fund, moved 
the adoption of the Report of the Bursaries and Scholarships Com- 
mittee. which stated infer alia that at the request of the Council, 
the Committee had carefully considered the present position of the 
Bursaries and Scholarships held by students at Jews’ College. The 

following scheme for the granting of bursaries and the award of 


scholarships was agreed to unanimously. 

That a Barsary should be granted to a student on entrance to the College 
or to the Matriculation Class only in exceptional cases, amd even then of an 
amount not exceeding £50 per anpum. 

That a Bursary granting an entrance to t)ec College proper shonld be granted 
for one year only and on renewal, the student should be notified that if 
within the following six months he does not pass the Jews’ College Junior 
Examination, the Bursary will cease, uuless the Principal recommends 
otherwise. 

All Scholarships should be increased by frants from the College funds to 
275 per annum. 

hat five additional Scholarships of £24 each per annum, tenable for two 

vears should be formed from the Bursaries Fun. and awarded to Students who 

ssed the second Jews’ College Examination with merit, in addition to any 
Scholarship or Barsary already held by the student. 


Every student of the College must enter for any op ay Gate for which he 
18 eligible unless he is specially exempted from doing so by the rincipal of the 
College. 

in the event of a student being successful in obtaining a Scholarship, the 
question of the Bursary held by such student is to go before the Bursaries and 
Scholarships Committee for revision, but such Bursary shal! not be reduced by 
an amount exceeding one-half of the value of the Scholarship which the student 
has been successful m obtaining. 

The Tenure of a Bursary is to be reviewed in January of each vear. 


Mr. Avaustus Kany, M.A., said he would like to dispel any 
impression which existed that bursaries had been given to students 
who did not deserve them.

Protecting the Community Against Libel. 


_ The Education Bill and Jewish Schools. 


HOME SECRETARY'S UNREDEEMED PROMISE. 


A meeting of the Deputies of British Jews was held on Sunday 
at the Rudolf Steiner Hail, Baker Street. The President, Mr. O. E. 
AVIGDOR-GOLDSMID (Anglo-Jewish Association) presided. 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the death of Mr. Isaac Davis who 
had represented the Oxford Road Synagogue, Manchester, at the 
Board since 1927, and moved a vote of condolence with the widow 
and family of the deceased. He referred also to the death of Lord 
Melchett, saying that they as Jews were deploring the loss of one 
whose unrivalled experience and ability were of incalculable value 
to the Jewish Cause, which he had so generously supported. 

Mr. H. H. Hatori, K.C. (West London) moved the adoption of 
the report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee, in the course 
of which it is stated : | 

The Committee desires once more to urge Deputies to bring to the notice 
of the Congregations which they represent the appeal made on behalf of the 
Disused Cemeteries Fand by the President of the Board and the Chief Rabbi in 
June last. A total of £135 has so far been received towards the £1,000 which it 
was hoped to secure. The contributors number 59, including 29 Synagogues, 
3 Friendly Societies, 22 Deputies and 5 nembers of the general public. 

The Press Committee of the Board has recently had under consideration 
correspondence with an American Jewis! organisation on the subject of an 
anti-Jewish pamphiet which was being imported from this country into the 
United States by means of the post. EF: uiries addressed to the American and 
English postal authorities elicited replies that no action could be taken, as the 
pamphiet in question was not indecent or obscene. The American organisation 
strongly urged that the Board should give fresh consideration to the possibility 
of securing better legal protection for religious communities against libel. 
Your Committee has considered the matter on several occasions, but in deference 
to the strongly expressed desire of the Press Committee has once more given 
the matter consideration, and as a result it cannot alter the opinion which it 
has previously reported tothe Board, that it is inadvisable that the Board shoula 
take steps to secure an amendment of the law. An extract from a letter which 
the Solicitor to the Board addressed to the Conference of Anglo-Jewish Ministers 
in 1926 embodying the views of your Com mnggee, has teen circulated for 
information. 

[The letter mentioned pointed out that any change in the law of libel 
designed to protect the Jewish Community would necessitate the introduction 
of a Bill into Parliament, and there was very little chance of such a Bill being 
passed. Even were the law so amended, in case of libellous attacks on the 
Community proceedings would have to be taken, either civil or criminal; and 
the risk of failure would be grave while the consequences of such failure would 
be deplorable. | 

Mr. HALDIN, referring to the appeal that was made for the 
Disused Cemeteries Fund, said it was a disgrace to the Community if 
the cemeteries in which their forebears lay buried were allowed to 
go to rack and ruin. 

With reference to the protection of religious communities 
against libel, My. Isaac LANDAU (United Synagogue) said although he 
agreed with the Law and Parliamentary Committee that no useful step 
could be taken at the moment, he took strong exception to the terms 
of the letter which it was proposed to republish and which was issued 
to the Anglo-Jewish Preachers in 1926. 

Mr. Hawuopry, K.C., said that there was not the slightest chance of 
changing the law as it existed to-day. True, they could proceed by 
criminal information. But if they were to commence a‘ prosecution 
at the Old Bailey for sending defamatory post-cards he felt certain 
they would not get a verdict. To bring an action of this sort by 
criminal information, would be to bring derision upon the Jewish 
population. In criminal information it must be proved that the 
statement made would lead to a breach of the peace and the Judge, 
in summing-up, would say: “Is this circular going to lead to a 
breach of the peace? I am certain it would not!” The Jury would 
say the same. 

Mr. Gorpon LiverMAN, J.P. (Dublin United), said that there 
was no point to be gained by re-issuing the last sentence in the 
letter to the Anglo-Jewish Preachers, and he moved that it be 
deleted. 

Mr. LAurte MaGnus, M.A. (West London), seconded the motion 
which was agreed to. 

The Report was adopted. 

The Report of the Joint Foreign Committee presented by the 
President states, inter alia : 

_ The Executive of the Jewish Agency for Palestine has informed the Com- 
mittee that steps are now being taken to secure the evacuation from Aden of 
the Jewish orphan refugees who have been there for some eigtiteen months. 
Bs number about 130, of whom sixty-seven are under fifteen years of age. 

he Agenda for the forthcoming Session of the League of Nations, which fs 
to take place on the 19th instant, contains, in addition to specific complaints 
of infringements of the Minorities Treaties, certain questions relating to the 
procedure for the hearing ef Minorities Appeals. They will receive the Com- 
mittee’s carefal consideration. 


Appointment of Teachers in Jewish Schools. 

The Report was carried. 

Lady SpreuMAn (Union of Jewish Women) presented the Report 
of the Education Committee which was adopted. With regard to 
Jewish non-Provided Schools and the proposed Education Bill she 
said that only about 5,000 Jewish children in England were 
attending the Jewish non-Provided Schools; and this number, 
she was sorry to say, was tending to decrease. Last week a 
Conference was summoned at the instance of Sir Charles 
Trevelyan. No Jewish representation was deemed necessary. 
But the Association felt it was essential that they should approach 
the Minister of the Board of Education with regard to the teaching 


of religion. The prospect of having the teachers appointed by the 
local authority would be a most serious disadvantage to the Jewish 
schools. That was really the vital point—the question of the right 
of appointing their own teachers. The proposal was that in return 
for receiving a building grant the teachers should be appointed 
by the local authority, and the managers of the non-Provided 
Schools should have the right to veto the appointment of a teacher 
if they found that the teacher proposed was unsuitable. 
They felt it was difficult enough to obtain teachers now who could 
teach Hebrew and religion, and if the Local Authority were to adver- 
tise in the Lonpon County Councit, Gazetre the field of choice 
would be strictly limited. Therefore, the Association had asked the 
President of the Board of Education to receive a small deputation 
consisting of Mr. Herbert Adler, M.A., the Director of Jewish 
Education, and herself. The deputation would be introduced by 
Mr. Michael Marcus, M.P. 

Mr. Percy Conen (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies) 
said: While not criticising the decision arrived at with regard to 
representation at the Conference, he would have felt happier if the 
Jewish Community had made application for representation, because 
he gathered that one of the subjects for discussion was the question 
of the appointment of teachers. 

Registration of Aliens. 

The Aliens’ Committee Report was moved by Mr. 
SCHILDKRAUT (Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham). 

Mr. Isaac LANDAU said that a deputation which waited upon the 
Home Secretary some time ago was promised some amelioration 
with regard to the registration of aliens. But up to the precent time, 
nothing had been done in connection with it. Year after year visitors 
from abroad were compelled after a residence of more than two 
months to present themselves for registration. They ought to press 
for a specific answer as to why nothing had been done in the matter 

Mr. Ernest Lesser (United Synagogue) drew attention to the 
question of deportation, and said it constituted a burning injustice, 
and that they as English subjects ought to go on agitating until that 
very un-English power had been taken away. 

Mr. Maurice Jacons, M.A. (Brighton) assured the Board that in 
England the foreigner had no more to complain of than he would 
have in any other country. The Police had always shown the 
greatest kindness and consideration to aliens. 
instances where the Police had actually gone out of their way to 
show much more consideration for aliens who had applied for 
naturalisation than they perbaps deserved. 

After further discussion the report was adopted. 

~Shechita. 

In the absence through indisposition of Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn, the 
report of thé Shechi‘a Committee was moved by Captain ISRAEL 
FREDMAN (Exeter). It states inter alia: 

Mr. Michael Marcus, M.P., has undertaken to endeavour to have himself 
added to the Standing Committee of the House of Commons in respect of the 
Slaughter of Animals Bill. It is unlikely, however, that the Bill will make any 
further progress this Session. 

Rabbi Yoffey, of Manchester, and Rabbi Hurwitz, of Leeds, have accepted 
the President's invitation to serve on the Rabbinical Commission for the 
Licensing of Shochetim as the first Provincial representatives. A formal 
agreement embodying the proposal with regard to the establishment of the 
Commission is being prepared for signature by the interested parties. 

It is understood that the London Board for the Affairs of Shechita have not 
yet received permission from thé Mersey Docks and Harbour Board to instal 
the Weinberg Castirg Pen in the abattoirs of Birkenhead. The Markets Com- 
mittee of the Corporation of the City of London have stipulated that the machine 
is not to be used in the abattoirs at Islington, unless the London Shechita Board 
are in a position to instal it simultaneously in all places in which the slaughter- 
ing of animals is carried out under their auspices. The Committee resolved to 
circularise all Provincial Congregations, advising them to communicate with 
Mr. Weinberg in order to ascertain his terms for the use of his Pen. 

Mr. MicHAEL Scuurr (United Synagogue) urged that they ought 
to mobilise their best forces in the Community in order to make 
proper presentation to the Mersey Docks and Harbour Board, and 
make it clear that it is a Jewish question and not a trading one. 

Mr. Isaac LANDAU, President of the London Shechita Board, 
caid that efforts were being made—and he had approached Professor 
Hobday in this connection—to see whether in the exceptional cir- 
cumstances the Corporation would allow the London Shechita 
Board to instal the machine notwithstanding the refusal of the 
Mersey Docks and Harbour Board. They would like to proceed with 
the installation of the machine as soon as possible, but they were 
being held up hy the Harbour Board. 

The Report was adopted. | 

Mr. B. S. Straus, J.P. (East London), the Treasurer, presented 
the accounts for the half-year April 29th to October 28th, 
1930, and the accounts ef the funds administered by the Board for 
the year October 29th, 1929, to October 28th, 1930. The accounts as 
well as the Financial Committee Report were adopted, 

On the motion of Mr. Haldin, K.C., the Constitution as amended 
was carried.

Seasonable Recipes. 


Artichoke and Potato Soup. 


Jerusalem artichokes, 1 Ib. Stock, 24 pints. 

Potatoes, 1 Ib. Cornfiour, 1 dessertspoonful, 
One stick of celery. Margarine, 1 oz. 

One onion. Seasoning. 


PREPARE the vegetables and cut them into slices. Melt the margarine 
in a saucepan ; add the vegetables. Cover and place over a gentle heat, 
and cook for a few minutes, keeping it well stirred. Then add the stock 
and simmer gently for an hour, after which rub through a sieve. Re-heat ; 
add the cornflour mixed smoothly with a little water. Season to taste 
and stir till boiling, Simmer for five minutes and serve with crofitons of 
fried bread.

Chopped suet, 4 ozs. 

Mized apiece, 4 teaspoonfal. 
Breadcrumbs, 3 ozs. Baking powder, 1 teaspoonful, 
Sugar, 2 ozs. Two eggs. 


Mix all dry ingredients together and 
bind with the beaten eggs. Turn into a greased basin; cover with a 
greased paper and steam for three hours.

Add to the other ingredients ; sweeten to taste and simmer for five 
minutes.

Milk, ! gill. Batter, 14 ozs.

Rubin 
the butter and mix to a paste with the milk. Roll out half-an-inch thick. 
Cut into small rounds and bake in a. moderate oven. Split through ; 
butter, and serve hot.

DISTRICT GRAND LODGE, 


A meeting of the District Grand Ledge was held at the Midland 
Hotel, Manchester, on Sunday. In the absence of the Grand Presi- 
dent, Bro. Dr: Samuel Daiches, the Grand. Vice-President, Bro. 
Bertram B. Benas, bB.A., LL.B., presided. At the opening of the 
meeting, Bro. J. A. Hamwee, President of the Manchester Lodge, 
was in the chair, and welcomed the Grand Lodge officers in the 
name of the local Lodge. 

A vote of condolence was passed with Bro. Julius Schwab (Hon. 
Foreign Secretary), on the death of his mother. It was agreed to 
recommend the Lodges to support the World Sabbath Observance 
League and the Jerusalem (Local) Library.

A 
scheme for the participation by the Lodges in the World Peace 
Modvement was submitted. A letter was also read from Constitution

No. 585.—An Ancient Homily on Peace, 
My Dear Covsrn, 


To read the Talmud in an attractive edition certainly improves 
the acquaintance with that great work. My own is the Berlin issue 
of 1865, printed by Julius Sittenfeld. I like the clear square type of 
the text, not too large so that it is not obnoxious, and not too small 
so thatit does not strain the eye. I always read it in comfort; the 
other evening, leisurely turning over the pages of one of the valumes, 


Ifound tucked awayin a corner a —_ headed “A Chapter on 
Peace.” The theme attracted me. is a high Jewish ideal; the 
Jew asks for Peace in all his prayots ; when Jews greet each other 
it is by the word for Peace—Shalom Alechem. The Jew has always 
been an advocate of Peace—among men and among nations. Sol 
turned to the “ Chapter on Peace” with great expectations. I found 
it to be a Rabbinic homily, somewhat old-fashioned but yet con- 


taining much that is of permanent value. Here it is, for your 
edification : 


Rabbi Joshua ben Levi taught : Great is Peace, for it is the leaven of 
the world. Had not the Holy One, blessed be He, placed Peace on earth, 
the sword and the wild beasts would have destroyed the earth, as it is 
written, “And I will give peace in the land.” By “land” Israel is meant, 
as it is written, “ And all the nations shall call you happy; for you shall 
be a delightsome land.” 

You have read, “ One generation passeth away and another generation 
cometh: and the earth abideth for ever.” The implication is L one 
kingdom comes and another goes, but Israel shall remain for ver, in 
accordance with the word of the Prophet, “I the Lord change not; and 
ye, O Sons of Jacob, are not consumed.” 

Rabbi Simon ben Gamliel taught: The world is established on threo 
foundations—on justice, truth and peace. In reality these three are one 
and the same ; all may be found in a single verse: “ Execute the judgment 
of truth and peace in your gates.” Wherever there is justice, there also 
you will find peace ; and wherever there is peace you will also find justice. 

Rabbi Joshua taught: Great is Peace, for when Israel stood at the 
foot of the Mount and declared “ All that the Lord hath spoken we 
will do,” The Holy One, blessed be He, rejoiced in them and gave them 
His Torah and blessed them with Peace, as itis written, “ The Lord will 
give strength unto His people, the Lord will bless His people with Peace.” 

Hiskiah tanght: Great is Peace,for when Holy Writ describes the 
people’s journeyings we are told that they encamped and moved on, 
encamped and moved on—they encamped quarrelling and moved on 
quarrelling ; but when they reached Sinai, Holy Writ declares, “ There 
Israel encamped before the Mount.” Whereupon the Holy One, blessed 
be He, remarked “ Now that Israel eschews quarrelling and loves Peace, 
Israel is worthy of receiving the Torah.” 

Hiskiah also taught: Great is Peace, for while in the case of many 
commandments the Torah writes “If thou seest,” “ If thou meetest,” or 
“If thou buildest,” in the case of Peace, Holy Writ uses very different 
language—"** Seek Peace and pursue it,” that is to say, Seek it in your own 
town and pursue it to another. 

Rav Kappara taught: Great is Peace, for the Angels are without hate, 
jealousy, dread or quarrelsomeness, seeing that the Holy One, blessed be 
He, hath put Peace upon them, as the verse records, ** Dominion and fear 
are with Him; He maketh Peace in His high places.” Dominion—that is 
Michael; fear—that is Gabriel: the one does not clash with the other, 
seeing that the former is fire and the latter water. 

Rabbi Joshua taught: Great is Peace, for the Priestly Covenant was 
made by Peace, as it is written, “ Behold, I give him my covenant of 
peace.” But Peace is great also because the name of God is Peace, as it 
is written “ Then Gideon built an altar there unto the Lord, and called it 
Adonai-Shalom, which being interpreted is, ‘The Lord is Peace.’ ” 

Rabbi Jose the Galilean taught: Great is Peace, for when the Messiah 
reveals himself unto Israel it will be with Peace, as it is written “ How 
beautiful on the mountains are the feet of the messenger of good tidings, 
that announceth peace.” The very name of the Messiah is peace, as the 
Prophet Isaiah foretold. Israel is likewise called Peace by the Prophet 
Zechariah, “ the seed of Peace.” 

Rabbi Jose taught furthermore: Great is Peace, for even war was to 
be commenced with Peace, as it is written “* When thou drawest nigh unto 
a city to fight against it, then proclaim peace unto it.” 

Rabbi Jose taught: Great is Peace, for the Holy One, blessed be He, 
will support the Righteous with peace, as it is written “ The mind stayed 
on Thee, Thou keepest in perfect peace.” 

Rabbi Joshua taught : Great is Peace, for it was applied to the living 
as well as to the dead. To the living, as it is written, “ And Jethro said 
to Moses, Go in peace "’; to the dead, as it is written, “ Thou shalt go to 
thy fathers in peace.” 

' Rabbi Simon ben Gamliel tanght: Great is Peace, for when Aaron 
the Priest was praised it was on account of his love of peace; he was first 
in peaceful greeting and always answered a peaceful greeting, as it is 
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written, “He walked with Me in pef&ce and righteousness, and did turn 
many away from iniquity.” How ? When he observed two people at enmity 
with each other, he interviewed the one, informing him that the other 
had expressed contrition for his ill-will and had charged him (Aaron) to 
convey his regrets. Precisely the same story he communicated to the other, 
and so broryht the two together in accord and concord, thereby turning 
many away from iniquity. 

Rabbi Joshua taught in the name of Rabbi Levi: Great is Peace, for 
all the Benedictions and Prayers conclude with Peace, as does also the 
Priestly Benediction—* And give thee Peace.” 

Rabbi Joshua ben Levi taught: The Holy One, blessed be He, said to 
Israel, “Ye have been responsible for the destruction of My House and 
the exile of my children. But if ye seek the Peace of Jerusalem, I will 
forgive you.” One thing is certain: He who loves Peace and pursues it, 
offering the salutation of Peace and answering it, may be assured that 
the Holy One, blessed be He, will let him inherit this world and the 
world to come, as it is written, “The meek shall inherit the earth and 
delight themselves in the abundance of peace.” 


So far the “ Chapter on Peace " which collects together dicta of 
famous Talmud Rabbis on a very important theme. So highly was 
Peace regarded that one teacher boldly asserts : 

“Great is Peace, for even when Israel serves idols and there is peace 
in their midst, God's presence cannot punish them, as it is written, 
‘Ephraim is joined to idols, let him alone.” Moreover, a house in which 
there is quarrelling is doomed to’ be destroyed, and a Synagogue where 
quarrels are tolerated will become a ruin.” 

The form of the Homily is wholly Midrashic. An opinion is 
set forth and is supported by a verse from Holy Writ. Sometimes 
the Biblical authority appears to have little bearing upon the subject 
it is supposed to illustrate. That is of no great moment; it is 
merely one man's view, and its purpose is twofold—to impress a 
wise saw onthe mind of the audience, and to teach them at the same 
time a verse from the Bible. It was a popular method of public 
instruction among Jews from the earliest times; you will find illus- 
trations of it also in the New Testament. The early chapters of the 
Gospels are pure Midrash; one of the most interesting instances is 
the passage in Matthew: “ And he rose and took the young child and 
his mother by night, and he departed into Egypt; and was there 
until the death of Herod: that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the Lord through the Prophet, saying: Out of Egypt did 
I call my Son.’ In this case you tell a story .in order to support a 
verse from the Bible; in the case of the Homily, you propound a 
wise saw and support it in similar fashion, 

The Homily shows how greatly Jews love Peace; Shalom was 
and is a high Jewish ideal; down to this day Jews pray for Peacr, 
not occasionally or on special days, but every day; indeed, three 
times a day: “ Grant Peace, welfare, blessing, grace, loving-kindness 
and mercy unto us and to all Israel, Thy people. . . . And may 
it be Thy will to bless Thy people Israel at all times and in every 
hour with Thy Peace.” ' Israel has had a long history; perhaps the 
one outstanding lesson he has learned throughout all these centuries 


is that among the great values of life Peace occupies a foremost 
place,

Goethe and the Jews. 
> 


Dr. William Rose, M.A., delivered a lecture on “ Goethe and the 
Jews” at a meeting of the English Goethe Society held on Wednesday 
evening at King’s College (University of London), Strand. 

Dr. ROSE said there were scattered in Goethe's writings numerous 
references to the Jews, but, generally speaking, they were very short. 
Goethe was at a very early age deeply interested in the Bible, and 
this led him to study Hebrew in order that he might be able to read 


‘the original text. He also studied Yiddish. He came in contact 


with a large number of Jews in middle and late life, and with a few 
of these he came into close relations. With two exceptions, how- 
ever, which hardly counted, there was not in all his writings a 
single Jewish figure, and with the exception of a few personal 
friends his attitude to the race was one of dislike, His hostility, 
however, was not always traceable to the same cause. He was fond 
of visiting old Synagogues and endeavouring to decipher inscrip- 
tions, and he retained to the end his curiosity in regard to Jewish 
antiquities, but his whole interest in the Jews was no more than an 
intellectual curiosity, and they might look in vain for any touch of 
warm feeling, for any hint of pity fort the earlier sufferings of the 
Jews, or sympathy for their present lot,

The Divine Declaration. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK, 


Specially prepared for THE Jewish CHRONICLE. 


“ Fear not thou O my servant Jacob, and be not dismayed O 
Israel; for behold I will save thee from afar off and thy seed from 
the land of their captivity: and Jacob shall return and be in rest 
and in security and none shall make him afraid. Fear thou not 
O Jacob, my servant, saith the Lord ; for Lam with thee... . 1 will 
not make a full end of thee but correct thee in measure. Yet I will 
not leave thee wholly unpunished .’—Jcremiah axlvi., 27-28. 

The known history of peoples, even the most ancient form, any 
one of them, but a small speck in the story of Eternity of which 
they constitute a part. It follows that the incidents and happenings 
which go to make up their story do not individually show great 
diversity wherever tested in point of Time, of which comparatively 
they occupy but a trifle. For a thousand years in Thy sight are but 
as yesterday and as a watch in the night that has passed " sings. 
the Psalmist. Thus events, with a folk, though so aged as Israel, 
which occurred in days that have long passed into oblivion, seem to 
be topical if not current. The features of them are recognised and 
well known, So with the declaration delivered by the prophet 
contained in the last.two verses of the Haftorah appointed 
to be read tomorrow. For they tell us unerringly an oft-repeated 
story—how the people of Israel] when it was made had lost all hope o¢ 
national salvation and the power of the Almighty to redeem them 
from the captivity into which they had fallen. 
from their own land. They were scattered 
were regarded largely, as they are now, as in a condition of 
hopelessness. Nothing could save them from dissolution ; there was 
no means whereby their elimination from among mankind could be 
prevented. It is at the hour of this despair, when pessimism con. 
cerning their future was placed foremost in their creed, that the 
prophet proclaims the words of our text. Speaking in the name of 
the Almighty, he bids his people to be neither dismayed nor afraid. 
He tells them how God will surely gather them, even from afar off. 
and cause them to return to their own land there to be in rest and 
in security. Jeremiah pleads in effect to the Hofise of Jacob for 
trust in the God of Jacob, and urges it, in Him to seek the way 
out from the ills that afflict them. They are tried, they are 
punished, they are debased, they are degraded. But they are not 
altogether lost though they are being corrected “in measure.” 

The implication of the prophetic declaration is unmistakable. 
If they will so behave as to need neither punishment nor correction at 
the hands of the Almighty, then their captivity will be brought to an 
end and they shall be regathered as a people resting in security so 
that there shall be none to harass them or to leave them in fear. 
Is there aught that is irrational, or anything unreasonable. in the 
prophet’s words? Have we not heard in these very days how the 
return of our people to their national being must be preceded by 
their return to Jewish faith and practice? Do we not know 
from our observation how the Jewish galut—the exile of which 
the prophet speaks—is for by far the most part moral and 
spiritual even more pronouncedly than physical, and that .it began 
with that attitude towards the God of Jacob by those who. 
like the members of the House of Jacob of whom the prophet speaks 
made it certain that they should not as a people go “ wholly 
unpunished.” Jeremiah’s words 


They were exiled 
afar off. They 


should, then, bring infinite 
comfort to those who in these days ‘mourn in Zion,” applying the 
expression to the whole of Jewry and the condition in which it is 
placed, For, that Jewish renaissance to which the prophet looked 
for the salvation and the redemption of our People, is as feasible 
now as then. The Divine Declaration promulgated by Jeremiah 
stands in effect to-day—Jacob need fear not nor need Israel be 
dismayed. He will be corrected in measure and will not be left 
wholly unpunished. But the Almighty will not make a full end of 
him. As he returns to God, so He will save all his people, even 
those afar off from their captivity ; and they shall return to their 
national being in their own land. to rest in security so that none 
shall make them afraid!

Sabbath N23, Exodus x, 1—xiii, 16. 

\, 15. “ East wind.” It used to be asserted that in describing 
the locusts as borne along by an East wind, the Biblical writer was 
guilty of an inaccuracy. The track of these insects, it was said, is 
from South to North: and further, locusts cannot fly over water, and 
had they come from the East they would have perished in the Red 
Sea before reaching Egypt. The criticism is groundless. The word 
o>, as Driver has pointed out, may indicate nothing more than an 
easterly direction and include the south-east. The belief that 
locusts can only issue from the South is erroneous, since a sufficiently 
strong wind may carry them in any direction. Nor is it correct to 
say that they cannot survive a flight over water. Professor Shipley 
gives the following instances which prove the futility’ of the 
criticism: “ To illustrate the great distances that can betraversed 
by these insects it may be mentioned that in 1865 a vessel 
bound from Bordeaux to Boston was invaded by them 1,200 miles from 
the nearest land, after which for two days the air was full of locusts 
which settled all over the ship. In 1889 there passed over the Red 
Sea a swarm which was estimated to extend over 2,000 miles, and, 
each locust being assumed to weigh one-sixteentb of an ounce, the 
weight of the swarm was calculated to be 42,850 millions of tons; a 
second and even larger swarm passed on the following day” 
(Encyclopaedia Biblica, iii., col. 2808), 

These stupendous tigures afford some idea of the terror which 
was inspired by a plague of locusts. A vivid description of what 
it was like and the ravages it caused may be read in Joél Il. A 
traveller in Palestine experienced a swarm in 1845 and has 
recorded: “ Never shall L lose the impression produced by the first 
view of them. Their number was astounding; the whole face of the 
mountain was black with them. Onthey came like a living deluge. 
Wave afier wave rolled up the mountain side, and poured over rocks, 
walls, ditches and hedges, those behind covering up and bridging 
over the masses already killed. The noise made in marching and 
foraging was like that of a heavy shower on a distant forest. Il am 
not surprised that Pharaoh's servants remonstrated against his folly 
and madness. when they heard the plague of locusts announced. 
Moses declared that they should cover the face of the earth so that 
one cannot be able to see the ground. I have this dreadful picture 
indelibly fixed on my mind. For several nights after they came to 
Abeih, as soon as I closed my eyes the whole earth seemed to be 
creeping and jumping, nor could I banish the ugly image from my 
brain.’ (Thompson, “ The Land and the Book,” 1859, IL, pp. 102ff.). 

Verse 14. The phrase, “ before them there were no such locusts 
as they, neither after them shall be such,” has been said to conflict 
with Joel's account of the plague in his day, “there hath not been 
ever the like, neither shall be any more after them, even to the 
vears of many generations" (ii, 2). Rashi seriously meets the 
criticism with the answer that the two passages refer to different 
species; and Nachmanides -with equal seriousness rejects this 
proposal and offers another, viz., that the present verse refers to 
Egypt and the prophet to Canaan! But it is sheer pedantry to take 
an obviously byperbolical expression so literally. We, ¢.g., find the 
historian describe Hezekiah in these terms: “He trusted in the 
Lord, the God of Israel; so that after him was none like him among 
all the kings of Judah, nor among them that were before him” 
(II Kings xviii, 5); and a few chapters later he wrote of Josiah, 
“ And like unto him was there no king before him, that turned to 
the Lord with all his heart” (xxi, 25). 

Verse 15. There is not the slightest exaggeration in the account 
which is here given of the destruction wrought by these insects, and 
subsequent writers who were eye-witnesses fully corroborate it, 
Here is a typical description: ~ Where their swarms appear every- 
thing green vanishes momentarily from the fields, as if a curtain 1s 
rolled up; the trees and plants stand leafless, and nothing is seen 
but naked boughs and stalks, and thus the dreary image of winter 
follows rapidly on the variegated exuberance of spring. If these 
locust clouds move on, in order to fly over an obstacle which stands 
in the way of their voraciousness, or still more rapidly over a waste 
soil. it can literally be said that the sky is obscured by them” 
(Volney, “ Travels Through Syria and Egypt,” 1785-5, I, p. 235). 

It has been previously remarked that the name of the insect, 
M2. is not, as was formerly supposed, to be derived from 73%, “the 
multiplier,” but from an Assyrian root meaning ~ the ravager "’-—a 
very apt designation.

The Black Forest Well Named. 
German Jewry's Ordeal. 


THE SITUATION IN THE PROVINCES. 
our Correspondent—BERLIN. | 


If the situation of Jewry in Berlin is bad, it is worse in the 
provinces. German States that had always been considered free 
from anti-Semitic contamination are to-day as bad as any. There 
is, for instance, the state of Baden. In pre-war days, the ruling 
Princes of the state were always very liberally minded; so were 
their Governments. To-day, the minds of the inhabitants are as 
poisoned as those of the East-Prussian, Pomeranian, Saxon or 
Thitringian populations. 

This holds good especially for the Black Forest, one of the most 
beautiful spots of Germany, beloved by English tourists. The town 
of Offenbach, with 20,000 inhabitants in all, counted last week no 
fewer that 14.000 guests within its walls. because Hitler h@i called 
a mass meeting there. They had come from all over the state. In 
every little village the Nazi propaganda is being carried on with 
great success. The following stories give an idea of how it is done: 

The day before the general election a Gentile came to visit his 
old Jewish friend-——a man of seventy-five. .He went over the house 
very carefully, inside as well as outside. While this curious inspec. 
tion was going on, the Jew asked: “ Why are you having such a 
good look at things?” The Gentile answered with a counter. 
question: “Is your homestead in good order?" “ Yes! but why?” 
“ Because if Hitler wins on September 14th (election day) this house 
will belong to me.” 

Further conversation elicited the strange fact, that the National 
Socialists had promised the Gentile “this splendid Jewish homestead” 
if the Nazis carried the day,as all Jews would forthwith be driven 
from the country, In fact all Jewish houses in the district—some 
thirty in all—bhbad already been “ distributed” among the Gentile 
population. There is no need to ask how they voted and how they 
made their wives, daughters and dependents voted. 

A Jewish cattle merchant of the same district visited an old 
client, who had dealt with him for half-a-century. He always sold 
him cattle and was now about to sell him a cow. The deal was just 
going to be completed, Suddenly something struck the farmer. 
client; he no longer cared to buy. Why? To use his own words: 
“Till wait until after the election. Then I may get the cow for 
nothing.” 

A Jewish teacher of Kehl, in the same district, reports that the 
children of his school no longer show him the respect due to him. 
For instance, they never greet him. He has always stopped each 
child that passed him in such a manner, and has inquired why it 
behaved so rudely. The answer had always come: “My parents 
have forbidden me to greet a Jewish teacher.” 

In another part of Baden they needed a City accountant. - In 
the County Council the Nazis have an absolute majority; eight to 
three. Yet no man capable for the post could be found in the Nazi 
party. A pro-Jewish youth was finally discovered who could fill the 
bill. He was offered the post on condition that he turned Nazi. 
He did. 

Other instances could be cited ad infinitum. 

It would perhaps be a lesson if Jewry generally kept away from 
the Black Forest. In Bavaria this concentrated action seems to 
have done some good. 

The same stories could be told of Pomerania or East Prussia, 
just visited by the German Prime Minister, Briining. This gentle- 
man has full understanding and sympathy with the Jewish situation 
in the provinces, especially in the East. Accordingly, he has never 
failed to request the presence of Jewish representatives at every 
important conference. In this way he has no doubt become 
acquainted with the specific sorrows of Germany's Eastern Jewry. 
The Nazi Movement here is actually driving the Jews from their 
homes. Their numbers in the one province of East Prussia have 

" been reduced by ten per cent. within the last year, whereas the 
entire population has increased by five per cent.

The Anti-Religious Campaign in Russia. 
Atheist International to be Formed. 


[From a Correspondent.—BERLIN.) 

The Godless Organisation in Russia has decided to establish in 
Germany an Atheist International. The organisation in Russia will 
supervise and finance the entire work of the International, but 
at the same time, the new International will be able to spread 
Atheist propaganda outside Russia and will be able to speak from 
a centre not situated in Moscow. The new Atheist International 
will be entrusted with the publication of Atheist Hterature in 
various European languages and with the organisation of anti- 
religious meetings and functions. 

At the same time, of course, the Godless Union in Moscow will 
not abandon its activities in Russia and will continue to work for its 
five-year scheme of closing all places of worship by the end of 1934. 


Roumanian Government Spreading the Net. 


Measures Against the Anti-Semites. x: 
[From a Correspondent.—BUCHAREST. | 


Legal proceedings have been instituted by the Government 
against the Anti-Semitic leaders, Z. Codreanu, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the anti-Semitic militant organisations ; Stelescu, the Com- 
mander of the Galatz Battalion; M. Lifter, the Commander of 
the Bereshti Battalion, J. Bania, the Commander of the Jassy 
Battalion; N. Totu, the Commander of the Kimpolung Battalion ; 
J. ‘(Danila, the Commander of the Borsha Battalion; and A. 
Goracio Popp, the Commander of the Turda Battalion. Altogether 
the Iron Guards had twelve Battalions with about 6,000 members, 
the majority of whom were students. The anti-Semitic leaders are 
charged with plotting against the Jews in Roumania, and with 
having made preparations to overthrow the Government for the 
purpose of establishing an anti-Jewish regime. They are also 
accused of having organised military organisations, provided with 
uniforms and arms, for the purpose of conducting their campaign. 

The Ministry of Education has discovered a secret anti-Semitic 
organisation in the secondary schools, which appears to have been 
organised by a number of anti-Semitic teachers. The Ministry states 
that the pupils were incited to commit acts of violence, The 
Ministry, therefore proposes to expel from the schools a large number 
of teachers and pupils who were active in the secret organisation. 

It is reported that the anti-Semitic leader, Deputy Professor 
Cuza, is not implicated in the anti-Semitic plots of the [ron Guards’ 
and the Archangel Michael Organisations and that he is prepared 
to dissociate himself from their activities. 

The searches of the police amorg the anti-Semites in Bucharest, 
Czernowitz; Cluj, Roman, Focesani and Oradea-Mare continue, Large 
numbers of anti-Semites have been arrested and many of them will 
be tried. It is reported, however, that at Jassy, the members of the 
Iron Guards’ and the Archangel Michael Organisations are siiil 
carrying on their activities, terrorising people and spreading anti- 
Semitic literature. 


Starvation and Suicide. 
— 


Economic Conditions of Polish Jewry. 
our Correspondent.— WARSAW. | 


“On the road between Modlin and Deblin, about 80 kilometres 
from Warsaw, a peasant found a dead Jew. The body was taken to 
the nearest town and the doctor stated that death occurred from 
bunger and exhaustion. The name of the victim was Mayer 
Litwinowitch. age 56." This was reported by a Polish newspaper in 
Warsaw. A similar tragic case was reported a little while ago from 
Eastern Poland where a Jewish woman died from hunger in the 
street. In Warsaw itself it has happened on several occasions that 
Jews have collapsed from hunger in the streets. To anyone 
interested in the present conditions of Polish Jewry these cases 
will tell much. Hardly a day passes without some such tragedy 
happening in one or the other towns. 

Another thing which gives a clear idea of the distress prevailing 
is the increasing number of suicides among Jews. To-day it is only 
the fifteenth day of the new year and already three Jews have 
committed suicide in Warsaw, two in Lodz, and several in other towns, 
Even among strictly orthodox Jews, among whom the number of 
suicides has always been smaller than in the other sections of the 
Jewish community, it bas lately grown to a very high number. 

Jewish newspapers in Warsaw are often visited by such Jews 
who state their cases before the reporters asking for help, failing 
which they threaten to do away with their own lives. A reporter of 
a Warsaw Jewish daily relates how a Jewish boy out of work used 
to write to him and say that he Would have to commit suicide if no 
work could be found for him. The reporter did what he could but 
had, nevertheless, eventnally to report the young man’s suicide. 


Re-settling the Russian Empire. 
Reported New Colonisation Scheme in America. 
[From a Correspondent—W ARSAW. | 

A report has been published in Warsaw that an organisation, 
known as the American Slavic Colonisation Trust, with a capital of 
55,000,000 dollars, and with headquarters established in New York, 
has undertaken to colonise homeless Slavs of the former Russian 
Empire, as well as Russian Jews, in Texas, in the United States, and 
in two Mexican States. According to the same report, a number of 
Russian savants, together with Mr. Aaron Shapiro, a well-known 
Jewish Communal worker in the United States, are investigating the 
proposed territories for the colonisation of the homeless elements of 
the former Russian Empire. It is also stated that several American 
financiers are willing to assist the scheme, and that the Trust will 
conclude definite agreements with the Governments of the United 
States and Mexico regarding the colonisation work. It is further 
stated that the Trust is already negotiating with the railway ap: 
shipping companies regarding the cheap transport of emigrants to 
the proposed colonisation territories and that it will shortly publis!: 
an organ in English, Russian, Ukrainian and Yiddish, givins 
information regarding the proposed colonisation scheme. 
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American Economic Depression. 
Effect on Jewish Education. 
\From our Correspondent.—New York.) 

A report containing a survey in thirteen cities of the effect of 
economic depression on Jewish community schools has been made 
by the National Council for Jewish Education. The report shows 
that while the depression does not seem to have reduced student 
enrolment to any great degree. income from tuition fees has 
decreased despite a reduction of the fees, and donations and con- 
tributions have also declined especially in New York, Boston and 
Pittsburgh. To meet the curtailment of their income, the central 
agencies of these community schools have reduced the size of their 
teaching staffs in many cases and, in some. classes have been 
consolidated. 

The National Council has issued an appeal to the friends of 
Jewish education to increase their contributions. declaring that it is 
a defeatist policy to permit Jewich «ducation to be put in a position 
of secondary importance and to obtain funds by reducing Jewish 
education. 


Sixtieth Birthday of Mr. Felix Warburg.

Mr. Felix Warburg, the well-known American Jewish fnancier,. 
formerly leader of the American non-Zionist Section of the Jewish 
Agency and head of the Joint Distribution Committee, has celebrated 
his sixtieth birthday and received large numbers of congratulations 
from Jewish and non-Jewish celebrities and institutions.

Serious Outlook. 
[From our Correspondent.—AMSTERDAM. | 


A pessimistic note is struck in the financial report of the 
Amsterdam United Synagogue, and the gloomy outlook of the finan. 
cial position of the Community was emphasised at a number of 
sittings of the Council which has just passed the accounts for the 
previcus year and adopted the budget for the current year. 

Expression was given tothe accepted view that the financial 
world crises had developed into'a general malaise which had very 
aiversely affected the economic position of Dutch Jewry and is 
causing the leaders of the Community a feeling of grave anxiety as 
to the position for the next few years. 

A surplus of over 23,000 guidens in 1929 has long been absorbed 
to meet current expenditure, and while on one band a great drop in 
revenue from all sources is anticipated, the Council are being faced 
with a difficulty in view of their inability to devise means for the 
reduction of expenditure, although a recommendation is under 
consideration to close one of the Synagogues situated in the old part 
of the city. 

The present position is in strorg contrast to that of two 
years ago, when the Council were able to establish two important 
Synagogues, one in the South of Amsterdam and one in the East, at 
a cost of nearly 450,000 guldens. 

In the report just issued; it is stated that the total Jewish 
inhabitants (exclusive of members of the Spanish and Portuguere 
Synagogue) number 62,243. 


Settling Lithuanian Jews on the Land. 


Favourable Possibilities. 


In view of the fact that many Germans and Poles are now 
emigrating from Lithuania and selling their land and also owing 
to the expiration cf the law probibiting the sale of land by 
Lithuanian peasants for ten years, Lithuanian Jews have now 
excellent opportunities of purchasing farms on very moderate terms. 
Many Lithuanian Jews are utilising those opportunities and are 
buying farms. There are already 3.000 Jewish families settled on 
the land in Lithuania. 


Imperial and Foreign News Items. 

IN accordance with the request of the Jewish Burial Society, at 
Charleroi, in Belgium, the local Municipality has set aside a tract of land 
for a Jewish Cemetery. 

THE eightieth birthday of Judge Teitel, the leader of the Russian 
Jews settled in Germany, and the only Jewish Judge under the Tsarist 
regime, has beea celebrated in Berlin at a gathering of well-known German 
and Eastern European Jewish leaders. 

THE news was recently circulated that Rabbi Susmanovitch had been 
elected principal of the Yeshiba at Slobodka, Kovno. Actually the election 

only affected the Rabanut of the town and not the Yeshiba. 
It has been decided to erect a monument to Sarah Bernhardt, the 
great actress, at Andernos-les-Bains, in France, where she lived in retire- 
ment during the War. The Committee in charge of the scheme consists 
of French savants, Ambassadors and leading persons in the political and 
literary worlds.

i Zionist Executive Statement. 


DESPERATE FINANCIAL CAMPAIGNS. 
DR. WEIZMANN GOING TO AMERICA. 
: A Press Conference was held in the Conference Room of the 
: Zionist Organisation at Great Russell Street, on Tuesday evening. 
3 A statement which has been issued by the Executive in connection 
; } with the meeting of the Actions Committee, refers to the postpone- 
ment of the Congress and states that it was postponed because of 


“ the conviction held by large sections of the organisation that a 
Congress meeting in February would seriously interfere with the 
financial campaigns of this winter. which are of vital importance 
for the effective prosecution of our work of reconstruction in 
Palestine.” 

After referring to the American demand for. the postponement 
of Congress, the statement continues: “In order to facilitate an 
objective discussion of the question, the Zionist Executive had at 
the commencement of the present meeting declared their readiness 
to place their resignations in the hands of the Council. It is not 
‘true, as has been asserted in Revisionist quarters, that the Execu- 
tive had threatened to resign if the Congress were not postponed. On 
the contrary, it had offered to resign if the Congress were postponed, 
in order to enable the business of the Orgaajigation to be conducted 
by others in the interim period, if the Gé@neral Council so desired. 
A further reason for the postponement urged by members of the 
Council was that the negotiations with the Government had not yet 
reached a point when a definite judgment could be passed and 
issue be joined on them in the election campaign for the Congress.” 
The statement says that the general character of the meeting was 
conciliatory and constructive. An extensive financial programme was 
adopted, designed to raise new funds and to reduce adniinistrative 
expenditure. In the political sphere the progress of the negotia- 
tions with the Government was noted and the basis of the Political 
Committee appointed at the last meeting of the General Council 
was broadened by an invitation extended tothe Zionist Organisation 
of Poland to send a delegate to the Committee. The meeting ended 
ona note of earnest and constructive enthusiasm. A _ resolution 
e was adopted pledging all sections of the movement to work for the 
expansion of the Organisation and the propagation of its ideals 
among all strata of the Jewish people. An intensive Shekel cam- 
paign is to be opened, with the object of enlisting 1,000,000 Shekel 
payers.

In supplementing the statement, Mr. *ahum Sokolow said they 
were confronted in Palestine with a very serious financial situation, 
which in his opinion was due mainly to the world economic crisis 
But because of it they must not relax their efforts. If the 
Congress bad been held in February the result would have been a 
breakdown of their work in Palestine, as a result of a breakdown in 
the work of collecting money which had already begun in the United 
States. He dil not wish to minimise the value of Congress, but 
after all, it was but a means to a end, the end being the establish- 
ment of the Jewish National Home.

they fixed the original date, of the seriousness of the financial : 
position, they did not know at the time how serious it really 
was, They thought that what was called the “allied campaign ” 
in America might bear some fruit in Palestine in the months 
to follow, but unfortunately it had to be admitted that the results 
of that campaign had been very disappointing. Dr. Rosenbleuth

HOPELESS INEFFICIENCY AND DIVISION. 


POSSIBLE DRAMATIC DEVELOPMENTS. 
[From our Parliamentary Correspondent.| 


In these columns, five weeks ago, when the Zionist Executive 
officially announced that the next Zionist Congress would be opened 
in February, I exclusively predicted that the opening date would be 
postponed, in spite of the official announcement. My forecast is 
now officially verified by Mr. Sokolow’s announcement of an inevit- 
nble postponement for several months, at last week's meeting of the 
Actions Committee of the Zionist Organisation. It is difficult to 
understand the antics of the Zionist Executive. Why was the date 
of Congress fixed for February when the leaders knew there was not 
the slightest intention of holding a Congress next month? Why 
should the Zionist leaders play with the Jewish people? There 
may be differences of opinion as to whether new leaders are now 
required; but there is unanimous agreement, at any rate, that new 
methods and less duplicity are essential if the Movement is to 
survive. 

“Unskilled and Unsuited.” 

I am authoritatively assured that an early conclusion of the 
present negotiations between the Zionists and the Cabinet sub- 
Committee is most unlikely. The Government's representatives are 
moving in leisurely fashion, as they were quick in detecting that 
the Zionists were hopelessly divided among themselves, and that 
they had no real concrete proposals ready for immédiate discussion, 
Old Parliamentary hands tell me that the present Zionist. leaders 

are obviously untrained in the art of presenting constructive 
proposals, and they are faced With the additional difficulty of 
not knowing what proposals to make to the Government! In 
my own experience in the Lobby of the House of Commons, I 
have seen many examples of fatal bungling by leaders of important 
organisations, but the present Zionist example of hopeless 
inefficiency surpasses all my previous experience. It is notorious 
that not one of the Zionist negotiators, Ted by Dr. Weizmann, 
has had the slightest legislative or administrative experience, in 
which respect the delegation is unskilled and unsuited for its task. 
There may be no lack in diplomacy, but when it comes to interpreta. 
tion of detailed proposals, delays are unavoidable. Dr. Weizmann 
should strengthen his delegation without delay; and, when he does 
60, he should keep in mind that the Cabinet Sub-Committee has 
already the advantage of skilled legal advice. A knowledge of 
chemistry or mathematics is valueless.in the present negotiations. 
Palestine in Grip of Trade Depression. 

It is significant that, on the resumption of Parliament this week, 
Members are inclined to discuss the economic crisis which is 
developing in Palestine rather than the terms of the Passfield White 
Paper. It is apparent that Palestine is not to escape the effects of 
world-wide financial happenings, and according to several well. 
informed Members, large-scale unemployment in the Holy Land 
cannot be prevented even by the most favourable pro-Zionist White 
Paper. Depending substantially on her export trade, Palestine 
they assert, is bound to feel the pinch of world trade depression 
sooner or later; and recent indications suggest that an early 
economic crisis is certain. Apart from that, however, the 
financial catastrophe which threatens to overtake the Zionist 
Movement internally, is also a disturbing factor. 
of a concrete political policy, the vigour of the Jewish masses 
is being sapped, and reliable accounts from many countries 
support the view that the point of exhaustion may ois be reached, 
ifthere is no change in the political situation. % kind of creeping 
paralysis seems to have overtaken the Zionist leaders; and their 
methods of stupid secrecy, at atime when publicity is most desirable, 
is hastening the process of disintegration. One prominent Zionist 
tells me that, owing to the postponement of Congress, independent 
action of-a dramatic nature is being contemplated by several of 
Dr. Weizmann’s supporters, whose influence is growing among the ~> 
Jewish people. A bold attempt may be made to end the existing 
ee and new leaders may come to the fore, before it is too 
ate. 

The improvement of Jewish-Arab relations in Palestine has 
also been engaging the attention of a number of Members this week 
in informal talks.in the House of Commons. An important suggestion 
may shortly be made public, but it has not yet taken definite shape. 
The proposed line of action is novel in character and is likely to 
commend itself to both sides.

FIFTH ANNIVERSARY.

The fifth anniversary convention of Avukah, the American Students’

most important achievements was that of making the renascence of the 
Hebrew language a vital factor in American Colleges.

Russian Zionists Exiled. 

The persecution off Zionists in Soviet Russia still continues 
even though thousands “of Zionists have already been arrested, and 
either imprisoned or exiled. Hardly a month passes without new 
prisoners being banished to Siberia. 

In many places of exile the local authorities straightaway enrol 
the Zionist exiles into the category of lishenzi and send them out on 
enforced labour. They do not get paid for their work, which is per- 
formed under appalling circumstances and are fed only twice a day. 
Recently the Odessa G.P.U. offered the parents of some of the exiled 
Zionist-Socialists facilities for joining their children in Siberia but 
on the understanding that they would then be forbidden to return 
to Odessa. This came in answer to the request to be allowed to 
visit the children. The parents are still unable to make up their 
minds. Much as they wish to see their children, it is hard to decide 
to leave their homes and friends for ever. 


Zionist Central Committee in Congress-Poland. 


SETTLING MIDDLE-CLASS FAMILIES. 


The Central Committee of the Zionist Organisation of Congress. 
Poland has met under. the Presidency of Deputy Grinbaum. The 
Committee considered various problems in connection with the 
meeting of the Zionist Actions Committee in London.

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The Child Guidance Clinic. 
Work of the Jewish Health Organisation. 


CORRECTION OF NEUROSES AND MENTAL HYGIENE. 

Sir George Newman, Chief Medical Officer of the Board of 
Education, in his report for the year 1929 (published by H.M. 
Stationery Office) speaks of the value and necessity of child guidance 
clinics, and quotes a report on the clinic established by the Jewish 
Health Organisation of Great Britain, as follows : 

“ We believe that material is now accumulating for the clearer 
definition of types of nervous children, and the possibility of mark- 
ing off the class from which delinquency springs is becoming less 
obscure.” 

This and similar problems on behaviour, says Sir George, can 
only be unravelled by a team of medical, psychological and mental 
welfare social workers, which should constitute the staff of a Child 
Guidance Clinic. In America, the Commonwealth Fund has devoted 
large sums of money to the establishment and organisation of Child 
Guidance Clinics; while in this country activities of like nature are 
fostered by the Child Guidance Council of Great Britain. Of the 
independent Clinics, that established by the Jewish Health Organi- 
sation of Great Britain was the first in the field. It opened 
in November, 1929, with a staff of two part-time psychiatrists. 
Shortly after, a.part-time psychologist was appointed. For the first 
six months the social work was carried out by the Local School Care 
Committee of the London County Council, but later a specially 
trained social worker was added to the staff. Clinic accommodation 
was provided at the Jews’ Free School, cormsisting of a waiting room, 
where children are given play facilities, a psychiatrists’ room, a room 

for psychological examination, and an office. Cases are referred to 
the Clinic by.the School Medical Staff, Teachers, Care Committees, 
Private Doctors, Parents, Children's Courts and Probation Officers. 
The reasons for reference are for the most part on account of educa- 
tional retardation and nervousness and lack of adjustment in 


the 
home or at school rather than due to definite delinquent behaviouy. 


The case comes first under the observation of the psychiatrist who 
makes a comprehensive study of its various aspects, including, of 
course, a medical examination. Then follows a preliminary confer. 
ence concerning it with the Care Committee's representative and 
the clinic’s social workers, and direction is giver to the visitor on 
the special points in home and school ‘environment on which she 
should concentrate in preparing her case reports. Before 
deciding on any action, the case is examined by the psycho- 
logist, when it is then considered to have been studied well 
enough for an opinion to be formed and a recommendation made. 
A final conference is held, which is attended by various people 
interested in the case, that is to say, the clinic staff, the School Care 
Committee officials, the school teacher and others. The case is 


reviewed from all standpoints, an opinion formed of the essential 


points in the problem, and a plan devised for the most suitable 
means of dealing with those points. It is, of course, difficult togive 
a concise account of the different methods of dealing with such 
AN ENORMOUS VARIETY OF CASES. 

The principal means may be summarised as adjustment of home 
conditions, adjustment of school,or educational conditions, includ- 
ing transference to another school, transference from a day 
to a boarding school, or vocational advice, and finally, medical 
treatment for cases in which the symptoms have as their 
cause, definite organic nervous disease, or other conditions 
of ill-health. Although the work of this clinic is mainly directed 
towards the correction of neurosis in children, certain broader 
issues in mental hygiene areNegius investigated. Inquiry is being 
made on the factors in school-life which give rise to neurosis, and 
the effect of those neuroses on scholastic efficiency. The reason 
why certain subjects, ¢.g., arithmetic, appear to reflect neuroses 
markedly is being investigated. Remedial teaching (psychological 
tutoring) is being utiliséd to a certain extent. The possibilities of 
developing technique, in the form of special tests, which teachers 
can apply for the purpose of detecting difficulties in the educational 
progress of their pupils at an carly stage are being explored. 


The Jewish Institute. 
An adult education centre has been established by the Jewish Adult 
Education Council in conjunction with the K.8.L. Coteri. A course of 
lectures is being given at the Jewish Institute on Mondays by Mr. M. 
Domnitz, B.A. The series “Rise and Fall of the Ghetto” provides a 
survey of Jewish history in Europe from the Middle Ages to present times. 
All aspects of the Ghetto are dealt with in the course; life, thought, 
literature, psychology, etc. Intending students will be welcome on any 
lecture evening. A small fee is charged forthe course. The first of a 
fortnightly series of services for children was held at the Institute on 
Friday.. The service was followed by a talk on “ Abraham,” by Mr. H. 8. 
Lipschitz, B.A., and by the singing of Hebrew songs. An address was 
given by Dr. E. Bernstein, Hon. Warden of the Institute. St 
Last Saturday evening at the Institute, Mulberry Street, Mr. Neville 
Laski, K.C., delivered a lecture on “ The Administration of English Law.

Casting for Shechita. 


_ Obstruction to the Weinberg Pen. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—The Weinberg Pen controversy has entered into a new 
stage, or, rather, the old stage has taken on a new lease of life, and 
the installation of these Pens in order to prevent cruelty to animals 
prior to being slain for consumption by Jews, appears to be as far off 
as ever. 

It is generally known that the Mersey Docks and Harbour Board 
have refused sanction for the installation of the Weinberg Pen at the 
abattoirs under their control at Birkenhead, where a larger number 
of animals are slain than in any other place outside London. It is 
also common knowledge that the Corporation of London insists on 
& simultaneous installation at Birkenhead as a condition of the 
installation at the Islington Cattle Market, so that the Community 
is back again to the starting point in this matter. 

To the ordinary individual it appears passing strange that a 
public utility Corporation, such as the Mersey Docks and Harbour 
Board undoubtedly is, should take up an attitude of hostility to an 
improvement adopted by the Jewish Community acting on an 
impartial report by the Hobday Committee of recognised veterinary 
experts, unless some influence has been at work (and perhaps not 
for the first time) by persons who can be no friends of the Jewish 
Community. 

The whole spirit in which this matter has been approached and 
dealt with during the past few years, and especially since Weinberg 
and his Pen appeared on the horizon, has been so lamentable that 
the only conclusion to be drawn is that those responsible have 
failed to appreciate that the underlying antagonism in the Country 
to matters Jewish has been toa large extent engendered by this 
wretched business. English men and women who have in the past 
shown themselves kindly disposed to Jews, are being sorely tried to 
retain their respect for a Community that allows so deplorable a 
condition of things to continue, when the means are at hand to 
bring it to an end. 

Who is going to rescue the Community from this impasse? Is 
it not time for the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire to raise his 
voice and spare some of the energy he is devoting to other causes, 
for the purpose of saving the sacred cause of Shechita in this 
country—for that and nothing less is involved? Jews are being 
charged with cruelty to animals slain for Jewish consumption, and 
it is difficult to perceive any more urgent cause to which the Chief 
Rabbi should devote his energy. 

You, Sir, have on more than one occasion suggested that in 
order to find a way out of the difficulty it may ultimately be neces- 
sary to resort to legislation. This opportunity has now arisen by 
the introduction into Parliament of a Slaughter of Animals Bill, in 
which a paragraph might be inserted in that part of the Bill exempt- 
ing Shechita, providing for the casting of animals by mechanical 
means. It appears apparent that the opponents of the Jewish 
exemption clause base their opposition on the casting methods now 
in operation, and although it would have been of greater credit to 
the Jewish Community had they been in a position to insist on 
putting their house in order of their own accord, legislation on the 
subject will remove obstacles by non-Jewish bodies, and will, at 
least, protect the Community in the future from opponents of 
Shechita, who have ever been ready to fall back on the casting

PROPOSED EXTENSION. 
[From our Correspondent.| 

The Annual Meeting of subscribers was held on Sunday at the 
Hospital. Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., presided over a large gathering. 
The guard of honour was furnished by the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 
The Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress were among the visitors. A 
bouquet was presented to the Lady Mayoress by Silvia, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Hyman Weinberg. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the annual report and 
balance-sheet, expressed sympathy with the Dean of Manchester on 
the death of his wife, and welcomed the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress. He deplored the death of Mr. Isaac Cansino, a generous 
friend of the Hospital, in whose memory the “ Isaac Cansino House" 
had been opened. During the year, said Mr. Laski. 20.257 out- 
patients had been treated ; and 24,361 casualties and 1,463 in-patients 
received attention. The new scheme for the later rising of the 
in-patients was very successful. The endoscopic set which was 
installed at a cost of £210, was giving every satisfaction. Arrange- 
ments had been made by which out-patients were not compelled to 
wait for hours before they could see the doctor they required. The 
Hospital had now become a School for medical men. The Chairman 
paid tribute to the weckly collectors under the supervision of Miss 
Freedman. They bad collected in pence the sum of £550 during the 
year, Which necessitated no less than 130,000 calls. The Management 
were taking in hand the scheme of extension which would cost About 
. £40,000 and the foundation-stones would be laidin April. They were 
much indebted to Messrs. Higgins Bros. who had generously given a 
plotofland. Mr. Albert Belisha had helped the Hospital consideyably 
from the Baron Fund, and in the new building the Hall would be 
called the “Belisha Hall.’"@n appealing to the public generally and the 
Community in particular for financial support for the extension, Mr. 
Laski announced that Mr. and Mrs. Simon Marks, Mr. and Mrs. 
israel] Sieffand Mr. and Mrs. Norman Laski had promised a combined 
contribution of £15,000. (Applause). There had been an increasing 
number of motor accidents which had cost the Hospital about £400, 
whereas only £70 had been contributed. 

Mr. BARROW-SICREE, in seconding the motion, said that the 
deficit on the year was £4,700. He was proud of it, as it showed 
the substantial sum expended for the alleviation of sickness. 
He felt confident that the Community would rally to support the 
Hospital. The expenditure must necessarily increase, as medical 
science increased. 

The LORD MAYor, in supporting the motion, said he had spent 
many hours that day in visiting several Jewish Institutions, but 
nothing had given him more pleasure than his inspection of that 


Hospital. It was a revelation of good management, system and 
order, The patients all seemed quite comfortable, and spoke well 


of the Institution which was being carried on on humanitarian 
lines. He was impressed with the fact that the clientéle was more 
Gentile than Jewish. They felt proud in this country to extend the 
same common brotherhood to the Jewish Community as they 
extended to other creeds. The generous act of the police and fire. 
men in providing three beds, said the Lord Mayor, deserved all praise. 
lt showed the true spirit of humanity actuating both rich and poor.

PROPOSED EXTENSION. 
[From our Correspondent. | 


The Annual Meeting of subscribers was held on Sunday at the 
Hospital. Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P.. presided over a large gathering. 
The guard of honour was furnished by the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 
The Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress were among the visitors. A 
houquet was presented to the Lady Mayoress by Silvia, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Hyman Weinberg. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the annual report and 
lmlance-sheet, expressed sympathy with the Dean of Manchester on 
the death of his wife, and welcomed the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress. He deplored the death of Mr. Isaac Cansino, a generous 
friend of the Hospital, in whose memory the “ Isaac Cansino House ” 
had been opened. During the year, said Mr. Laski, 20,257 
patients had been treated ; and 24,361 casualties and 1,463 in-patients 
received attention. The new scheme for the later rising of the 
in-patients was very successful. The endoscopic set which was 
installed at a cost of £210, was giving every satisfaction. Ar ange- 
ments had been made by which out-patients were not compelled to 
wait for hours before they could see the doctor they required. The 
Hlospital had now become a School for medical men. The Chairman 
paid tribute to the weekly collectors under the supervision of Miss 
Freedman. They bad collected in pence the sum of £550 during the 
year, Which necessitated no less than 130,000 calls. The Management 
were taking in band the scheme of extension which would cost about 
£40,000 and the foundation-stones would be laidin April. They were 
much indebted to Messrs. Higgins bsp who had generously given a 
plotofland. Mr. Albert Belisha had helped the Hospital considerably 
from the Baron Fund, and in the new building the Hall would be 
called the “Belisha Hall.” In appealing to the public generally and the 
Community in particular for financial support for the extension, Mr. 
Laski announced that Mr. and Mrs. Simon Marks, Mr. and Mrs. 
Israel Sieffand Mr. and Mrs. Norman Laski had promised a ¢>mbined 
contribution of £15,000. (Applause’. There had been an increasing 
number of motof accidents which had cost the Hospital about £400, 
whereas only £70 had been contributed. 

Mr. BARROW-SICRER, in seconding the motion, said that the 
deficit on the year was £4,700. He was proud of it, as it showed 
the substantial sum expended for the alleviation of sickness. 
He felt confident that the Community would rally to support the 
Hospital. The expenditure must necessarily increase, as medical 
science increased. 

The LORD MAyor, in supporting the motion, said he had spent 
many hours that day in visiting several Jewish Institutions, but 
nothing had given him more pleasure than his inspection of that 
Hospital. It was a revelation of good management, system ’and 
order, The patients all seemed quite comfortable, and spoke well 
of the Institution which was being carried on on humanitarian 
lines. He was impressed with the fact that the clientéle was more 
Gentile than Jewish. They felt proud in this country to extend the 
same common brotherhood to the Jewish Community as they 
extended to other creeds. The generous art of the police and fire- 
men in providing three beds, said the Lord Mayor, deserved all praise. 
lt showed the true spirit of humanity actuating both rich and poor. 
He congratulated the Governors, the Staff, the Doctors and all con- 
cerned on the excellent management. |

Investments and Securities. 


By OUR CITY EDITOR. 


Many problems of a very difficult nature call to -be solved by 
investors. Bankers in the City of London are unanimous in a call for 
strict economy on the part of the Government. Mr. F. C. Good. 
enough, Chairman of Barclays Bank, when addressing shareholders of 
that institution said that “By economy he did not mean a frugal and 
judicious expenditure of money by the Government, but more than 
that, he meant a drastic reconsideration of all present expenditures 
with a view to effecting savings wherever this can be achieved. 
Bankers definitely are of the opinion that only by such means can a 
revival in trade be enjoyed. The markets are dependent upon trade 
and industry. Investment stocks still hold the field. Money usually 
employed in trade goes into the Funds for temporary investment 
purposes. The rest of the markets remain very undecided. Some 
believe that current market valuations discount a falling off in 
business by many large concerns. It is impossible, however, to 
arrive at a true conclusion until annual reports are published and, 
more than that. a definite assurance that the end of trade stagnation 
in sight. There are also problems in connection with the 
enormous withdrawals of gold to France. Gold to the value of 
approximately £20,000,000 has gone to France from the Bank of

JEWISH BUTCHERS SUMMONED,.—At Manchester City Police Court 
a number of Jewish butchers were fined for failing toclose their shops on 
Wednesday afternoons. Five butchers in all were summonéd, along with 
twWo assistants who were serving in the shops at the times of the offences, 
for opening their premises contrary to an order of the Secretary of State 
that butchers’ retail shops close at 1 p.m. on Wednesdays in Manchester. 
Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, for the pleaded guilty to a technical 
offence. He said that the Jewish Community in Manchester had really 
been caught “napping.” It probable that had the Secretary 
of State been informed in 1920, when the order was made that Jewish 
butchers closed at sunset on Friday and remained closed for the whole of 
Saturday, and often O& Sunday. ex eptions to the Wednesday order would 
have been made in their cases. Mr. Sicree said that they must have been 
breaking the law regularly since 1920, but the Jewish butchers were under 
the impression that so long as they did close for a half-day each week 
they were complying with the Act. Mr. Sicree gave an undertaking that 
Jewish butchers would close on Wednesday. according to the law, until 
the application for the amendment had been granted or refused. The 
butchers were fined 5s. each and their assistants ordered to pay costs.

ALLEGED ASSAULT.—A complaint that his wife persisted in going to 
the Synagogue at Notting Hill and coming home too late on Saturdays 
to give him his dinner, was made by MARK CYMBALIST, of 60, Ravens- 
dale Road. Stamford Hill, at the North London Police Court in answer 
to a summons alleging that he had assaulted his wife. He pleaded 
not guilty. Mrs. Rose Cymbalist said that on Saturday, January 10th, at 
nine o'clock. she was about to leave for the Synagogue when her husband 
struck her. A Mrs. Keesley said she saw the defendant strike his son and 
then his wife. The defendant, who denied the alleged assaults, said that 
his wife would go to the Synagogue at Notting Hill, although there was 
one at Stamford Hill. Saturday was the only day that he could get home 
and she did not return until half-past three, so that he had no dinner, 
Mr. Basil Watson dismissed the summons. 


SOLICITOR ACQUITTED.-At the Central Criminal Court, on Monday, 
before Mr. Justice Charles, Mr. Cectn ADLER, 55, on bail, a solicitor 
practising in Queen Victoria Street, E.C., was charged with converting 
to his own use and benefit £4,000 received -by him on account of the 
executors of the estate of the late Mr. Ronald Adrian Stanford, deceased. 
The jury found the defendant “Not Guilty” and he was discharged. 
Sir Henry Curtis Bennett, K.C., for the defence, said the £4,000 only came 
into being so far as the defendant was concerned on Angust 27th, but it 
was not free to be used in reduction of the overdraft until after September 
22nd. Mr. Adler was trying to sell a business of his own. In October he 
received £4,000 for his interest in it, and he was also expecting to receive 
at any time £2,000 under a marriage settlement A summons was applied 
for at the Mansion House against the defendant in October, and on October 
lith he appeared before the Lord Mayor. The case was adjourned until 
October 21st. and on the morning of October 21st the prosecutors received 
the whole sum of £4.000, so that no one was a farthing the worse off. The 
defendant. in the witness-box, said that he had not the slightest intention 
at anv time of defrauding the executors. The Judge said he advised Mr, 
Aat rin future to ke ep two accounts—one his firm's account, and one his 
clients’ account—and never to mix them. The jury had taken a very 
proper view of his case, and he (the Judge) agreed with their verdict. 


ATTEMPTING TO DEFEAT JUSTICE.—An unusual charge was 
preferred before the Ealing magistrates, when MAX GOLDBLATT, 26, of 
Bromvard Avenne. Acton, was accused of committing an act calculated to 
prevent, obstruct, pervert, or defeat the due course of common justice. 
Detective Inspector Harrison said that the Brentford magistrates had 
been engaged in an inquiry concerning charges against three men named 
Deacon, Russell, and Roe, relating to safe-breaking, motor-car thefts, and 
highway robbery. Mrs. Ellen Waite, of The Homeway, Was an important 
witness for the Crown in connepfion with the charge of highway-rebbery, 
Which chiefly affected De ne 5 Roe. Mr. Edward Albert Waite said 
that on January Ynd, as he was4eaving the Grand Cinema, Hounslow, 
where Goldblatt was employed, Goldblatt said to him: “I want you to 
do me a favour. I want you to get your wife to say that shé is not quite 
sure that the men she picked out are the men that got out of the car. 
Deacon is a pal of mine. He has done me many a good turn, and I want 
to do him one. If vou do this for me, you will never regret it. If you 
want £1, £5, £10, £15, or a fiver in any case, you know where lam.” Mr. 
Waite reported the matter to a detective. Goldblatt, who pleaded not 
cuilty, was committed for trial, bail being allowed. 


Jewish Society for Psychic Research, 
“JUDAISM AND SUPER-NORMAL PHENOMENA.” 


The Jewish Society for Psychic Research TIN") held a 
meeting on Sunday at Armitage Hall, 224, Great Portland Street. 

Miss R. M. BLocn, the Chairman of the Society, who presided, 
welcomed to the meeting Mrs. D. E. Blumenthal, the Founder and 
Treasurer of the Society. 

Mr. VYVYAN DEACON gave an address on “Judaisin and Super. 
Normal Phenomena.’ He said that the Jewish Society for Psychie 
Research was rendering a service to modern Judaism and to the 
Judaistic world, because it enabled men and women to investigate 
psychic phenomena and at the same time to retain both their Jewish 
faith and rationalism. He maintained that throughout the whole 
history of the Jewish people they would find that they were among 
the foremost people in the world in psychic research. If they 
studied the Hebrew names in the early chapters of Genesis, they 
would see how the meanings of those names were substantiated by 
modern psychic research. They had Adam (man, munas the thinker); 
Eve (mother, personality from which experience is born); serpent. 
(desire) ; Abel (vapour); Cain (tiller of the soil, root); Nod (wander- 
ing); Seth (compensation); Enoch (experience). The meanings of 
these showed the story of the evolution of man. Mr. Deacon gave 
examples from the Bible of super-normal happenings. He said that 
Judaism was permeated with these thoughts and with the idea that 
God restored and quickened the dead according to His will. Me. 
Deacon also gave a demonstration of clairvoyance. 

Miss S. ANIDJAH appealed to the audience to join the Society. 
Miss BLocH proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Deacon for his address,

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Courage.

OU RAGE is aquality which is generally 
regarded as desirableand necessary in 
every individual, because life isstrewn 
with difficulties and moments of crisis 

which demand bravery and resolution to over- 
come them. There is more than one sort of 
courage. There is physical courage, and 
there is the higher courage of the spirit. 
Many a man who is naturally a coward may, 
by an effort of the will, be really braver than 
one in whom physical courage is a natural 
quality. Great courage ts often required in 
overcoming fear. 
A Goop CAUSE. 

The best source of courage is a good cause. 
To be in the right and to defend the right— 
one can be brave for that. The resolution 
emploved in upholding the wrong sooner or 
later breaks down. No matter what the odds, 
God and the right are always a majority. One 
does well to scorn temporary disabilities tf 
they are the outcome of wroag, sure that vic- 
tory will ultimately rest on the side of right. 
It is the last battle that wins a war. We must 
make sure that we havea good cause and then 
summon all our powers to defend it. 

TRIALS AND TESTs. 

Courage is an essential element in the fine 
character. To surrender atthe first difficulty 
encountered, 1s a mark of weakness. We 
should repréiber that God's way is often to 
submit us to trials and tests in order to evoke 
just that quality of courage which is necessary 
for us to overcome the greater troubles we 
may encounter through life. Young people 
should always bear this in mind when they 
are apt to be disheartened, when things do not 
go quite as they want them to in their early 
years. They may fail in an examination. 
They may be dismissed from their first job. If 
inese early reverses give them an “inferiority 
complex,” their life will be a failure. They 
must use these trials as a spur to better things. 
They must summon up their courage and try 
again. Perhaps they have been lazy. Perhaps 
they have been too fond of pleasure and self- 
indulgence. Perhaps they have been careless. 
A little self-examination will show them 
where the fault lies, and they must set to and 
correct it. “ Be strong and of good courage,” 
is an old adjuration which may be addressed 
to every one of us when faced by a big task. 

It Grows! 

Courage is like every other element in a 
good character—it grows. Its exercise once 
makes it easier to apply it the next time. 
One difficulty overcome, the next will not be 
so hard to surmount, though perhaps really 
more formidable. Perhaps the highest form 
of courage is that required in overcoming 
defects in ourselves, and it is that courage 
particularly which will be found to grow by 
exercise. There is none which can give so 
great a glow of satisfaction to the individual 
exercising it. The Rabbis describe it as 
allying oneself with the good inclination 
(Yetzer Hatob) against the evil inclination 


(Yetzer Hora), and the victory brings its own | ?

THE SAINT WHO BROKE THE SABBATH. 

There is an interesting story told in the 
Midrash concerning the saintly Abba Tachna, 
who was returning to his village one Sabbath 
eve with his pack upon his back. At the

crossroads he found a crippled leper lying 
helpless by the wayside. “ Rabbi,” he said, 
“do me a kindness and carry me to the 
town.” Abba Tachna said to himself “If I 
leave my pack here containing all my goods 
how shall I and my family maintain ourselves’ 
But if I leave this poor man here, I forfeit my 
soul.” He surrendered to the promptings of 
the good inclination and carried the cripple 
to the town, afterwards returning for his 
pack. He arrived just aftersundown. The 
people wondered and said “Is this really the 
saint, Abba Tachna?” He himself had some 
misgivings that by his kindly action he had 
profaned the Sabbath. But just then the 
Holy One, blessed be He, caused the sun to 
shine forth! And so—the Midrash seeks to 
teach by this little tale—if we only have the 
courage to obey the higher promptings, God's 
sun will shine forth for us, a sign of the 
Divine approval and blessing.
